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House recalled to act on essential services

Premier Bennett announced 
that he was recalling the 
Legislature at 4 p.m.

dealing with essential ser- 
rices. 

Bennett says the move 
isn’t being made because of 
the ferry situatkxi. but 
union officials had Httle 
doubt that the aeaTn-day 
work steppage and outciy 
from business Interests play¬ 
ed a significant part 


“The matter of die whole 
area of essential services has 
been thought into focus as a 
result of the ferry dispute,'* 
the premier said in a new*s 
rdease after a day-long 
special cabinet session. 

But he said the Legisla¬ 
ture didn't have to be recalled 
specifically because of the 


ferry dispute “because the 
matter is already being dealt 
with in the mediatitm 
]>roce86. *’ 

But the mediaticRi process 
to which he referred came 
dangerously close to falling 
apart again Monday — (or a 
number of reasons. 

Leaders of the B.C. Feny 


and Marine Workers Union 
were hard-pressed to put 
down the threat of another 
walkout by rank - and - file 
members angered by the 
withhdfding ^ mid - month 
paycheques. 

Uhi<xi officials said tite 
membership was also react¬ 
ing to “inflamatwy*' state¬ 


ments from some members of 
cabinet. 

Other union sources told 
tlie Colonist strike action 
would be renewed by Thurs¬ 
day if the overdue pay wasn't 
handed out by then.

Somalia, in north¬ 
east Africa, came about 90 
minutes before a deadline set 
by the hijackers for the kill¬ 
ing of the hostages. 

It ended a ftve-day ordeal 
that covered about 7,000 miles 
and took the plane to six 
countries. 

Among those rescued were 
11 West German beauty 
queens.

Queen Elizabeth attended a 
separate luncheon a half-mile 
away, told the audience of 
several hundred men that 
more was known about our 
wwld than ever before but 
there were still elementaiy 
mistakes.

Ibctemal affairs’ $12,115.95 
seems improbably low in view 
of the numerous receptions it 
holds for various dignitaries 
both in Canada and abroad.

Two of the hijackers were 
members of a West German 
terrorist gai^ and two of 
them members of an extrem¬ 
ist wing <rf tiie Palestine Lib¬ 
eration Organization. 

They were shot dead before 
they could carry out their 
threat to blow up the plane 
and one raider was wounded, 
the government said. 

Using special grenades 
creating a blinding flash and 
deafening noise, 28 men of 
Unit 9 of the Federal Border 
Troops blerw open the Boeing 
TZTs doors, the government 
said. 

A swift shootout ensued in 
which the hijackers were 
killed and within seven min¬ 
utes all the hostages had left 
the plane. 

A jubitiant Klaus Boelling, a 
.government spokesman, said 
“the Mogadishu hostages are 
free." 

An earlier report that a ste¬ 
wardess had al^ been wYiund- 
ed was erroneous. The <mly 
person wounded was the one 
raider, the government said. 

Boelling said that the news 
of the rescue was first re¬ 
layed to West German Chan¬ 
cellor Helmut Schmidt from 
Mogadishu by State Minister 
Hans-Juergen Wischnewski 
who said simply, “The wxirk 
is done."

Dollar’s on its own, 
Chretien still insists 
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OTTAWA (UPD — Finance 
Minister Jean Chretien said 
Monday he had not asked the 
U.S. Federal Reserve system 
to make ready for a request 
for a line of credit to support 
the sagging Canadian dollar. 

The dollar fell to 90.06 
(U.S.) cents — ItsCJowest 
point since the Depression at 
the close of Monday’s trading. 
(See Page 7.) 

James Gillies, Conservative 
party caucus head chairman, 
asked Chretien in the House 
of Gommcais: 

“Has the gov'emment of 
C^ada, through the Bank of 
Canada, alerted the Federal 
Resen’e system of the United 
States, as it must under inter¬ 
national agreement, that Can¬ 
ada may well be calling on 
the line of credit wt have with 
respect to foreign exchange in 
the Central Bank of the Unit¬ 
ed States?" 

“The answer is no," Chre¬ 
tien replied firmly. 

Asked in an inteniew 
whether he thought such ques¬ 
tions irresponsible, Chretien 
said “the opposition should be 
judged by the Chadian peo¬ 
ple.’’ 

He reiterated that the dollar 
would continue to float and, 
for the first time, provided as¬ 
surances he did not intend to 
establish currency exchange 
controls. 


“I can assure this house,” 
he said, “we do not intend to 
intix>duce currency exchange 
controls between Canada and 
other countries." 

In response to questions by 
Consen'ative finance critic 
Sinclair Stevens, Chretien 
said, “I have not given any 
instruction to the governor of 
the bank (of Canada) with re¬ 
gard to the Canadian dollar. 


“The Canadian dollar is a 
floating dollar and it is the 
market place which will de¬ 
cide where the Ci^anadian dol¬ 
lar should be. 

“That is the policy of the 
government, and I have not 
given any specific instructions 
to the governor of the bank. 

“We are following the situa¬ 
tion veiy carefully..."

Former prime j/ minister 
John Diefenbaker, ^master of 
the one-liner, had a special 
twWcle in Ws eye for the tele¬ 
vision cameras when he toM 
tiie House: 

“There has been a tremen¬ 
dous improvement in* the 
House since we came to the 
conclusion that what weTe 
doing is being listened to." 

Progressive Conservative 
leader Joe (Tlark opened his 


attack on Liberal economic 
policies by quipping that 
many Canadians were watch¬ 
ing the proceedings because 
they were unemployed and 
had nothing to do but sit in 
front of a telerision. 

Aside from these occasional 
jokes, umsiderably brighter 
lighting and a higher temper¬ 
ature in the Commons, it was 
business as usual as the 
House prorogued. 

Today, cameras will ca^ 
ture live Queen Elizabeth 
reading the throne speech 
from the Senate chamber, 
opening the third session of 
the 30th Parliament.

Ed Broadbent, Ne%v Demo¬ 
cratic Party leader, said out¬ 
side tile HcMise that live tele¬ 
vision coverage may have a 
sobering effect on the Com¬ 
mons.

OTTAWA (CP) — Black 
Rhodesian leader Joshua> 
Nkomo charged Monday that 
weapons are being shipped, 
from Canada to the Ian Smith 
regime in Rhodesia. 

He told students at a Carle- 
tOTi University meeting that 
the arms shipments originate 
in Saint John, N3. 

The weap<ms are taken by 
ship to South America, trans¬ 
ferred to South American 
ships and transpoiled to Cape 
Town, South Africa, he said. 
At Cape Town they were 
shipped by train to Salisbury 
in Rhodeeia. 

Extemal Affairs Minister 
Don Jamieson said later “this 
is the first I have heard of 
it." 

“I would be very surprised 
if tliere was anything to it.” 
Jamieson said. He said he 
may ask Nkomo about it 
wlien the two meet for talks 
here later this week. 

Spokesmen for three Saint ^ 
John shipping agents which 
represent the six South Amer¬ 
ican lines operating through 
this port said Monday they 
are not aware of any major 
arms shipments passing Saint 
J(rfin bound for Rhodesia. 

One said small quantities of 
sporting rifles may pass 
through the port in general 
cargo ships. 

Canada has consistently 
tried to keep Its ports shut to

The lightning raid resem-.

tebbe airport in Uganda July 
4. IS76. vviien Israeli comman¬ 
dos flew secretly into the air- 
l»ort and rescued hijacked 
hostages in a shootout with 
Arab and West German ter¬ 
rorists. 

The hijackers seized the 
Boeing 737 plane at midday 
Tltursday over the French Ri¬ 
viera as it was flyingg from 
Majorca to Frankfuii. They 
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later forced the plane to fly to 
Rome, Cyprus, Bahrain. 
Dubai. Aden and finally So¬ 
malia. 

They demanded the release 
of 13 terrorist prisoners held 
in German and Turkish Jails 
and a S15.5 million ransom. 
Both Germany and Turkey 
stood firm as one deadline 
alter another set by the hi¬ 
jackers came and went. 

Jubilation in Germany w*as 
dampened by the death of 
Juergen Schumann, the 37- 
year-old captain of the plane 
who was shot to death Monday. 
Tlte hijackers unceremonious¬ 
ly d\^ped Ws body from the 
aircraft while the hostages 


w atche^ in horror. 

Ifiere was still no wiord on 
the fate <A Industrialist Hans- 
Martin Schleyer. 62, kid¬ 
napped by West German ter¬ 
rorists on Sept. 5. An ultima¬ 
tum on his life e.^q3ired Sun¬ 
day. kidnappers had tied 
his fate to the demands of the 
four hijackers. 

Schmidt and his govern¬ 
ment made it clear they be¬ 
lieved that if released the t«^ 
rorists would soon be back to 
(ontinue their wave oi killings, 
bombings and kidnappings. 

Boelling said that if the gov¬ 
ernment had released the 11 
jailed membeie of the 
Baader-Mainhof gang, "all of 
them would have come back 
as did those terrorists who 
kidnapped (Berlin politician) 
Peter Lorenz, and would have 
committed new. hotrlble 
murders." 


Pilots’ group outraged 


IIOXG KO.VG (Reuteri - 
International airline pilots 
expressed outrage Monday 
over the killing of the pilot of 
a hijacked Lufthansa airliner 
and called on governments to 
call a conference aimed at 
stopping air piracy. 

A statement issued by the 
International Federation of 
Airline Pilots Associations 


said the pilots would not 
stand idle and invite further 
slaughter." 

But it did not say what ac¬ 
tion was contemplated. 

"While it Is oonvmient to 
place the blame on the mur¬ 
derers w’ho fired the fatal 
shot the time has now come 
to realize that the govem- 
mmts of the w^rld are the 


true killers because tltoy have 
failed to take positive action 
which would insure (he eradi¬ 
cation of acta of violence 
against civil aviation," the 
federation Mid. 

It called on governments to 
ccmvene a meeting, as 
suggested by United Nations 
Secretary-General Kurt Wald¬ 
heim. to discuss the problem.

But Monday night union 
president Sliirley Mathieson 
s;ud an agreemmt had bem 
made for the pay to be deliv¬ 
ered almost immediately to 
auxiliary employees <1hey 
w ere owed the money for work 
last month) and probably bv‘ 
Wednesday for regular em¬ 
ployees. 

The union had not iwen able 
lo determine who was respon¬ 
sible for recalling the pay, of¬ 
ficials said, although they had 
their suspicions. 

There were reports that it 
look the efforts of negotiators 
Irom both sides and the Labor 
Relations Board to imt out the 
latest fire. 

Mrs. Mathieson appeared 
upset about the recall of the 
Legislature, but assured that 
her team of negotiators were 
determined to continue talks 
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with special mediator dive 
McKee in an effort to gain a 
new collective agreement. 

"There’s been so much 
going on all around us while 
we're txying to negotiate an 
agreement." 

When the recent session of 
•the Legislature adjourned 
Sept. 27 after a record 133 sit¬ 
ting days ItMks e3q)ected that 
it wouldn’t resume until Jan¬ 
uary. 

Bennett said the legislation 
to be considered in no way 
deals with the ferry dispute, 
but he agreed that the dispute 
had bnxight "Into sharp focus 
The need tor legislation deal¬ 
ing with essential services.” 

“We were preparing legisla¬ 
tion governing essential ser¬ 
vices and we think it in the 
public interest to bring that 
legislation forward now 
rather than at a later ses¬ 
sion.” the premier said. 

Last week Labor Minister 
Allan Williams said he had 
been working on legislative 
initiativ'es dealing with the 
maintenance of essential ser¬ 
vices. 

MTule neither Williams nor 
Bennett is saying anything 
about the acope of such legis¬ 
lation in advance.- the com¬ 


mon belief is that it would re¬ 
strict the strike rights of po¬ 
lice, firefighters, hospital 
workers and feny workers. 

The government has been 
under strong attack from 
business groups for not taking 
more steps to end what was 
considered an illegal strike. 
The ferry workers ignored a 
90-day cooling off period or¬ 
dered by caibinet and stayed 
out ev'en after the Labor Rela¬ 
tions Board had issued an in- 
lormal directive that they go 
back to work. 

One of the terms under 
wTiich work was resumed was 
an LRB statement allegedly 
freeing the strikers of any fu¬ 
ture court action if they went 
back to work. 

Bennett and his cabinet 
have taken strong issue with 
this. Some of their statements 
concerning the possibility of 
court action have been 
blamed for almort "ship- 
wTecking" the mediation 
talks. 

Mrs. Mathieson Ikid Trans¬ 
port ADnUter Jack Davis 
talked about the six priority 
negotiating items on a radio 
talk show Monday' "and he 
had eveiy one of them 
wrong." 

There has been speculation 
that an essential services 
board may be created to deal 
with disputes in designated 
essential seiTices.

BOSTON (AP) — A former 
captain of the Boston fire de¬ 
partment’s arson equad and a 
retired state police arson de¬ 
tective were among more 
than a dozen persons arrested 
Monday in what (^dals 
called the most extensive 
arson ring ever uncovered. 

‘The magnitude of the case, 
as it developed, shocked us 
because of the number of re¬ 
spectable people involved,” 
said an aide to state Attomey- 
General IVancis Bellotti. 

A Suffolk County grand jury 
returned 120 secret in^ct- 
ments against 33 persons last 
week, charging them with 
crimes ranging from arson, 
fraud and ccmsptracy to man¬ 
slaughter and murder.

troopers arrested 14 of the 33

nies. 

Bellotti said the indlctmmts 
were pron^Aed by a four- 
m(mth-iong Investigatkm of 
150 suspicious fires in Boston, 
suburb^ Revere and Qiel- 
} sea, which is adjacent to £os- 
' ton, between 1973 and 197S. 

Three persons died In the 
fires, and four of the persons 
arrested Monday were indict¬ 
ed on murder charges in the 
deaths.

One billion 


A NEW FEDERAL BUDGET has been ruled 
out by Finance Minister Jean Chretien for the 
new session of Parliament that gets under way 
today, but for the purpose of this piece, the 
last one more than suffices. 

Brought down in the spring by the previous’ 
minister, Donald Macdonald, it projected total 
federal outlays In the fiscal year starting April 1 
at 144.4 billion and Income at $38 billion for a 
deficit to be covered by borrowing of $8.4 billion, 
which must leave a great many Canadians won¬ 
dering if Ottawa has lost sight of what a billion 
dollars Is. 

Well, and thanks to some quick computing at 
the offices of the Indianapolis News where there 
is the same wondering about Washington; 

• One billion seconds ago, the first atomic 
bomb bad not been exploded; 

• One billion minntes ago, Christ was still on 
earth; 

• One billion honrs ago, men were still living 
in caves. 


Yet, one billion doliars ago, in terms of 
government spending, was not much earlier 
than yesterday.

so THE CAB DRIVERS won’t have to buckle up 
along with the rest of the province’s drivers. 
That’s the way it’s shaping up, at least for their 
city driving. And doubtiess some taxi men arC' 
feeling a littie smug about it. 

Those who do can be seen as having their 
brains in “park” for the moment. 

Let’s take a cioser look at the cabbie’s 
arguments. ’They claim they’d be at a distinct 
disadvantage, alt strapped up, if one of their 
customers decides to hold them up. 

Indeed, anyone who is held up finds himself 
at a distinct disadvantage with a knife pricking 
him in the throat or a gun barrel pressing 
against his backbone. Dees wearing a seat belt 
increase that disadvantage, make the knife an 
even greater threat, the gun an even bigger 
danger? 

Spokesmen for the cabbies convey the im¬ 
pression that seat belts are akin to straight-jack¬ 
ets. That simply isn’t so with the new Inertia 
belts. They give all the freedom a driver could 
want, enabling him to reach the ignition, the 
glove compartment or the door lock on the 
passenger’s side, all without strain against the 
belt. This kind of seat belt only grabs hold when 
triggered by a crash. 

A second feeble reason advanced by the taxi 
men for being excluded from the seat belt rules 
is that life would be impossible for them, what 
with all those stops and starts, getting in and out 
for lares, if they had to buckle up every time. 

Come now, chaps, you can’t argue that with 
a straight face, can you? It takes three seconds, 
no more, to put on the new belts and even less 
time to release them and have them roll neatly 
out of the way. Let’s see now; maybe 30 fares 
during a working shift, at 10 seconds of seat belt 
effort (to be generous) for each farei ’That’s a 
whole five minutes every eight hours invested in 
protecting one’s skull. 

No need to recite yet again the factual 
studies proving seat belts save lives, is there? 
Just one; Ontario’s road deaths dropped to a 
26-year low last year, the first year of mandatory 
seat belt use. 

The irony in this little skirmish between taxi 
drivers and government enforcers is that the cab 
men, being on the road so much more than 
average drivers, have that much more to gain 
from seat belts. 

They should be more aware than most others 
of the bad drivers on the road with them. And 
surely they know the vast majority of traffic 
injuries and fatalities occur witUn city limits. 

There’s this comforting thought; the law 
may not require taxi drivers to buckle up with 
the rest of us, but there is nothing preventing 
them from thinking It over and acting with 
common sense on their own. 





Tough talk for the separatists from Hees 


OTTAWA—It’s sort of refreshing to 
read George Hees’ letter to his Prince 
Edward-Hastlngs constituents on the 
Quebec separation issue. 

Nothing mealy-mouthed about this 
veteran Cmservative parliamentarian. 
No pussy-footing. 

The former transport and trade min¬ 
ister in John Dlefenbaker’s govern¬ 
ment, who first came to the Commons 27 
years ago, let the separatists have it 
right between the eyes in his letter. 

And around here In Soft Fat City, 
where the name of the game is to put 
down the English and elevate the 
French, it was an unspeakable thing 
(or George Hees to have done. 

No sacrifice Is too great — not even 
the creating of a Job language elite — to 
make the French (eel at home and 
plead, beg, coax and even demean the 
rest of Canadian supplication that Que¬ 
bec not leave. 

Ask not the English of Montreal 
what’s happening — that is nationally 
known by now — but ask the people of 
Ottawa which still, geographically if not 
spiritually or emotionally, is supposed 
to be a part of Ontario and English 
Canada. 

Read the employment ads in the 


Ottawa papers and see how “bilingual 
required or preferred” has created this 
language elite. 

Quebec, which has done so little—in 
war and peace — to play its full part in 
(^nada, and has demanded and been 
given so much that it, In fact, effectively 
runs the country through Quebec domi¬ 
nation of the ruling federal Liberals, 
wants to leave and so many people here 
in Soft Fat City, in panic, are down on 
their knees pleading and willing to pay 
any price. 

Some members of the so-called Unity 
Task Force, like Reed Scowen and 
Jean-Luc Pepin, have been leaning, 
even at the outset, rather more towards 
the Quebec than the federal position. 

Some Liberals like QuebK MP Hal 
Herbert and Tories like John Diefen- 
baker have been up protesting the pre¬ 
vailing spirit of appeasement approach¬ 
ing surrender. 

. But except for the few, the talk has 
been soft and sweet, of changing things 
to suit Quebec, and a denunciation 
of the very Idea of resisunce.

MONTREAL — The other 
evening 1 realized with a 
start that my furnace was 
back in action.

1 realized 
with a chill that this meant 
that shortly there would be 
snow on the ground.

In other words, any Canadi¬ 
an who doesn’t like winter is 
a bloodless version of the real 
thing. Snow, Insist today’s 
in-crowd, is beautiful. 

But do you ever notice 
where these same leaders 
disappear to? And when? 

In January, that’s when, 
and they disappear on long 
diplomatic jaunts to places 
where there is no snow. 

If snow, particularly Cana¬ 
dian snow, is ail that wonder¬ 
ful, why do our most promin¬ 
ent people — after a fast and 
much publicized (ling at the 
delights of snow during late 
December and early January 
— invariably head south? 

Even that most rugged of 
sportsmen. Prince Philip, is 
said to be hotting up the en¬ 
gines of the Royal yacht in 
preparation (or another tour. 



Another tour of Canada? In 
winter? 

You must be off your nut, 
boy. A dollar to a dime says 
he will bead south, where the 
sun shines and the water is 
warm. 

What I am saying is that 
while snow may be beautiful, 
the beautiful people prefer to 
take it in small doses. 

As a not-so-beautiful per¬ 
son, I agree with them. 

Snow, I think, is very deco¬ 
rative around December 2S. 
It is also okay during the New 
Year’s break when one might 
have a chance to get out into 
the country and see it in its 
natural state — all white and 
fluffy and capable of stirring 
up instant nostalgia. 

But after that, snow be¬ 
comes a bit qf a drag. 

Unless one shovels it, snow 
has a tendency to grow on 
one. First it is only up to your 
knees. Then it is up to your 
hips. And finally someone 
hands you a shovel and in- 
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sists that a path be cleared — 
or else. 

Actually, I wish our leaders 
would be more practical 
about Canadian snow. On the 
one hand they extol it as the 
stuff that makes us vigorous 
and outdoorsy. 

Yet, on the other hand, they 
also deplore something 
known as our Gross National 
Product. Try as we might, it 
seems that Canadians are in¬ 
capable of growing a good 
GNP. 

Somehow we do not prod¬ 
uce as much per man-hour as 
our cousins to the south. 

Why? 

Well, havp you ever 
stopped to think about what 
snow does to our GNP, to our 
work produced per man¬ 
hour? 

Further south, with only 
some exceptions, a man can 
spend his man-hours doing 
whatever he is supposed to do 
—sit at a desk, lean against a 
lathe or shuffle papers. As 
long as he does that with a 
reasonable amount of effi¬ 
ciency, that good old GNP 
grows and grows. 

But what happens in Cana¬ 
da? 

I’ll tell you what happens in 
Canada. For about five 
months of the year the guy at 
the desk, the guy at the lathe 
and the guy sitting behind 
that pile of papers Is not at bis 
desk or lathe or papers. He is 
either shovelling, pushing a 
snowed-in automobile, or in 
hospital recovering from the 
effects of shovelling and 
pushing. 

The loss in man-hours mast 
be staggering. Yet when our 
leaders sneer at our GNP and 
compare it unfavorably to 
other GNPs, they never men¬ 
tion that. To do so would be 
unpatriotic. 

What I am saying is that if 
they Insist on telling us our 
Canadian snow is beautiful, 
they should also tell us our 
GNP is beautiful, too. Fair is 
fair.

Republican alienation 
of the black vote 


WASHINGTON - It could 
hardly be called an important 
news story, yet as a small 
straw in the wind it had Its 
significance. That was the 
resolution introduced in the 
House of Representatives to 
impeach Andrew Young, am¬ 
bassador of the United States 
to the United Nations. 

President Carter’s attach¬ 
ment to Andy Young is un- 
sbakeable. Although it is in a 
different and political catego¬ 
ry, it resembles his attach¬ 
ment to Bert Lance. His grief 
at Lance’s resignation as 
director of the Office of Man¬ 
agement and Budget was 
painfully evident. 

While the impeachment 
resolution was sponsored by 
a Democrat, Rep. Lawrence 
P. McDonald, from Young's 
own state of Georgia, the 
eight co-si^rs were, with 
one exception. Republicans. 
That is what gives this futile 
gesture significance. It must 
be put along side the official 
stand of the party in opposi¬ 
tion to ratification of the Pan¬ 
ama Canal treaties. 

The Republican party is 
thereby once again in the role 
of the no-sayer. 

There may be votes in the 
congressional elections next 
as an accumulation of discon¬ 
tents adds up. But it it hard 
(or this observer to believe 
that simply saying no — try¬ 
ing to turn back the clock — 
can win a national election 
for a party with only 20 per 
cent of the voters giving their 
allegiance to it. 

The bill of particulars in 
the impeachment resolution 
condemns Young (or his sup¬ 
port of Marxist and pro-Com- 
munist regimes in Vietnam, 
Jamaica, Guyana and Cuba. 
It condemns him, too, for 
supporting guerrilla and ter¬ 
rorist groups in Africa. 

Andy Young has from time 
to time said foolish things. He 
has made statements in 
South Africa that could only 
make the position of the mod¬ 
erates more difficult while 
strengthening the hard-line 
backers of apartheid. But 
after all, this was no different 
from Vice-President Walter 
Mondale’s call (or a “one 
man, one vote” formula as an 
answer for South Africa. That 
had a far more devastating 
effect than Young's casual 
remarks. 

On his Caribbean tour. 
Young raised the human 
rights issue in every country 
he visited. In Haiti this was a 
mockery, since perhaps half 
the population is on the verge 
of starvation. Young’s Inex¬ 
perience in diplomacy and 
his naivete are responsible 
for most of his foolishness. 

What is important above all 
else, however, is that be is a 
black man and that his first 
and unfailing concern is (or 
blacks at home and overseas. 
As a black, his backing of 
Carter has been an important 
element in the rise of the 
peanut farmer. Short of some 
horrendous gaffe. Carter 
would find it even more diffi¬ 
cult to see Young leave than 
the ordeal of Lance’s depar¬ 
ture. 

While various voting blocs 
lay claim to having supplied 
the narrow margin of 
Carter’s victory last year, it 
seems demonstrable that the 
black vote, more than any 
other single element, provid¬ 


ed the margin. A report just 
completed by the Joint Cen¬ 
ter (or Political Studies leads 
to this inevitable conclusion. 

Monitoring the Mack vote 
in 23 states, it was shown that 
Carter got an estimated 5.2 
million, or M per cent, of 
black votes cast. This was 
more than three times the 
margin of 1.7 million with 
which he won. In the North. 
88.5 per cent of the black vote 
went to Carter, in the South, 
92.4 per cent. 

Although Texas had the 
lowest black voter turnout. 48 
per cent, the proportion of 
blacks voting for Carter was 
greater than in any other 
state, 96.8 per cent (^trary 
to all the advance talk about 
apathy and the normally low 
black turnout, 64 per cent of 
eligible blaclu went to the 


polls. A striking illustration 
of what black muscle can 
mean, it could be a major 
factor in elections far into the 
future. 

As the turbulent quarrel 
over oil and gas has demon¬ 
strated, Carter must deal 
with a Congress that is often 
refractory even though it is 
overwhelmingly Democratic. 
In urging measures to create 
employment in the ghettos, 
he runs the risk of fee^g 
inflation. 

The question for the Re¬ 
publicans is whether they can 
ever again attract any part of 
the black vote. To have alien¬ 
ated permanently 10 per cent 
of the voters means a further 
dwindling of the thin line of a 
once great party.

More study needed 
on ocean disposals

In their continuing search 
for a safe place to dump ra¬ 
dio-active wastes, some ex¬ 
perts keep eyeing the sea. 

Wouldn’t it be nice, they 
ask, to find some deep ocean 
spot where such wastes could 
lie unmoved and undisturbed 
(or what, practically speak¬ 
ing, is an eternity, namely 
the hundreds of thousands of 
years it takes for their activi¬ 
ty to die away? 

The trouble with this recur¬ 
ring dream is that no ocean¬ 
ographer knows enough 
about the deep sea currents 
and other relevant processes 
affecting the ocean floor to 
guarantee such isolation. 

Thus every suggestion (or 
deep-sea disposal ends with 
the strong recommendation 
that nothing be done until 
such ignorance is cleared up 
and a truly proper safety as¬ 
sessment made. Yet the $^- 
gestiooB that ocean dumping 
be considered keep coming. 

The latest has b^ offered 
by Peter Rona of the U.S. 
National Oceanic and Atmo¬ 
spheric Administration and 
Karl E. Turekian of Yale Uni¬ 
versity. 

They say their studies con¬ 
vince them that the “hot” 
wastes from nuclear power 
plants could be placed safely 
at the bottom of fracture 
zones in the Atlantic Ocean 
basin. The zones are great 
rifts hundreds of miles long 
by several miles wide with 
steep walls a couple of miles 
high. 

Nuclear wastes placed at 
the bottom of them should be 


immobilized and effectively 
isolated by infalling sedi¬ 
ments, the geophysicists say. 
They think the wates should 
remain undisturbed (or per¬ 
haps millions of years. 

This study comes shortly 
after a comparable one made. 
by Britain's National Radio¬ 
logical Protection Board and 
described last spring by Paul 
Grimwood and Geoffrey 
Webb. 

They looked at wastes 
stored above the sediment, 
wastes that would eventually 
dissolve completely Into the 
water. They too concluded 
that deep sea disposal of such 
wastes seemed feasible be¬ 
cause spots could be found 
where the wastes would be 
relatively immobile. 

Hie weak point of all these 
studies, however, is that they 
are more noted (or their lack 
of information than for their 
hard-nosed assessments of 
risks. They are broadbrush 
analyses whose bottom line, 
to quote Grimwood and 
Webb, typically warns that 
there are “uncertainties ... 
to be substantially resolved 
before the disposal of high- 
level radio-active waste on 
the ocean floor Is accept¬ 
able.” 

Given such vagueness, one 
wonders if ocean disposal is 
so viable an option after all. 
Right now, international 
agreement forbids it. If dis¬ 
posal experts want the com¬ 
munity of nafions to reopen 
Its thinking to such an option, 
they will have to do better 
homework than they have.

Children of Nazi parents still in hiding

Nobody ever talks about us. the children of Nazi par¬ 
ents. We were too young to be involved or to understand, yet 
old enough to be scarred for life by what went on in Germany 
during our childhood. 

In this age of post-HolocausI retrospection, scholars and 
writers have been examining and re-examining the effects 
of guilt on the older generation of Germans, as well as the 
psycological hurl suffered by the children of Jewish concen¬ 
tration-camp survivors. But we, the offspring of Nazis, have 
stayed in the background because we feel such shame for 
our upbringing — and for our parents. We al.so feel that our 
country cheated us, and cruelly used us. 

Though we tremble to talk openly about this subject, we 
could probably shed much light on Nazi Germany, if only we 
could find our voices. Let me jry lo raise mine.

To be brought up in Hitler's society was a nightmare. 
Our parents, unaffectionate and authoritarian, tried to turn 
us into little robots. Secretly we felt — and still feel — deeply 
victimized, but we were never allowed to vent out feelings, 
as have other survivffTs of the Nazi ordeal. Instead, we 
shared our parents’ guilt through inheritance and became 
outcasts with them. Not daring to rebel against our plight, 
we are still secretive, still in hiding. 

I myself was bom in Mannheim in 1933. As my parents’ 
second daughter. I was a great disappointment to my father, 
who wanted to produce sons for the Fuehrer and the nation 
— and, because he was of the nobility, to carry on the family 
name. He was furious that, unlike my fair-haired older 
sister, who looked so Nordic. I had been cursed with auburn

A better way 
must be found 

Why is the public expected 
to accept passively all the 
damage and inconvenience of 
industrial warfare? Should 
the collective bargaining sys¬ 
tem as presently practised be 
the supreme holy cow — a

There must be a better way. 
and if the industrial antago¬ 
nists won’t find one. then the 
government had better!

The ferry fWsco, which 
clobbered the coast citizens, 
is a perfect example of the 
failure of collective bargain 
ing.

Note they chose a 
time of greatest inconven¬ 
ience and what is more seri¬ 
ous. the right to thumb their 
collective noses at the law of 
the land. 

Management should be re¬ 
quired to explain why it has 
not been possible lo give their 
employees a working con¬ 
tract before the old one ex¬ 
pires. 

The labor department rea¬ 
lizing that the warring fac¬ 
tions would not accept a vol¬ 
untary ceasefire, proclaimed 
the 9Pday "truce", a sensi¬ 
ble, legal move to minimize 
the public hurt. Since the 
ferry crews elected to 
defy publicly this ruling, the 
courts must prosecute. After 
all. if I became angry with 
my neighbors and barricaded 
the road, shouldn’t I be 
charged with obstructing 
traffic, even though my 
anger justified? If 
groups can ignore a legal rul¬ 
ing with impunity we are well 
down the road to anarchy. 

As it appears the battling 
brass is unable or unwilling 
to find a substitute for the 
holy cow, a third party must 
act. In our system this has to 
be the elected government. 
Please let there be construc¬ 
tive action soon.

B.C.’s economy perspective 
needs watering 


The Hon. William Vander Zalm wants to reduce taxation 
in B.C" and why shouldn’t he? 

Two good reasons: the way the Human Resources 
Ministry operates, with an expenditure of 2U per cent less 
than the budgetted provision, saving about $110 million, he 
doesn’t need as much. With more revenue in other depart¬ 
ments than anticipated, and with cuts in many of them too. 
tax revenues are coming in. The second reason being that 
with a millionaire’s income, he stands lo save a lot himself. 

On both counts he fails to see that the institutions of 
goverment and taxation are socially-oriented. He wants to 
make them business-oriented and the social machinery is 
creaking woefully under the distortion. 

Persons in public service need to discover the meaning 
of that phrase. Is government, for instance, a service 
institution or a business institution? Undoubtedly, the Min¬ 
istry of Human Resouces emphasizes the latter at present. 
But it is this, of all departments of government, which is 
designed to express the milk of human kindness. Savings are 
taken out of the urgent needs of the indigent, handicapped, 
aged and debllltal^. On the other hand, taxation of estates 
is ended by this government, returns from which $25 million 
wquid virtually meet costs of $29 million for medical and 
health needs in that department. The handout is given to the 
affluent, not the needy! 

But the taxpayer is really the citizen, not a special 
category, as the minister seems to consider. Everyone pays 
taxes in rent, prices, and in direct taxation of sales and 
manufacturers’ taxes. What percentage of income does each 
citizen pay? It could be that some indigent person is paying 
more in proportion to his income than a wealthy person or 
corporation, in a recent year. I paid nearly as much as 
President Nixon did. yet I am a pensioner and retired United 
Church minister, who usually has no income taxes. 

While taxpayers are not usually joyous about paying 
taxes, many nevertheless realize that taxation, if fair, is a 
needful part of civilization, particularly of the sort we live 
in. With its wide divergence in income, a move towards 
equalization, responsibility and brotherhood is accom¬ 
plished in that way. Surely we are ready to pay something 
for these salutary virtues. 

Enlightened people want to see their taxes humanely 
and rightly used, not withheld, but spent on what it is 
allocated for. This is being denied by the Human Resources 
Ministry, and many citizens are outraged. Why is their 
money siphoned off into some government surplus instead of 
flowing to irrigate the economy? 

In other words, true civiliztion is losing out in British 
Columbia under the present regime in njany areas of human 
relations. This means the citizen realizes that his stature as 
a moral and humane person is being diminished, while such 
games are being played. 

This is not to assert that the present high level of 
taxation in B.C is necessary. In fact, it has shown itself to be 
counter-productive. Money paid through such agencies as 
the human resources department is spent in the economy 
almost immediately and strengthens it by flowing through 
its channels. Overexpenditure in former Socred and NDP 
regimes did not therefore hurt the province as much as the 
present restrictive policy. 

When the farmer withholds necessary watering, the 
crop suffers. B.C.’s economy needs to be watered too, to be 
productive. Goverment policy has forgotten this. Stimulat¬ 
ing the economy generates higher taxable income, and 
r^uces welfare costs. A more enlightened approach than 
we are getting at present, is therefore essential.

hair and dark brown eyes. Then came a third child, this time 
a male, but he was a dark eyed redhead — another letdown 
for my patriotic father. Only when another son was bom and 
proved to be the very model of a towheaded, blue-eyed 
Aryan was my father satisfied, “At last,” he said, "the child 
I wanted.” 

Our parents taught us to raise our arms and say "Heil 
Hitler” before we said “Mama.” This type of indoctrination 
was universal: Children experienced it in kindergarten, at 
home—everywhere. We grew up believing that Hitler was a 
supergod, and Germany an anointed nation. We were taught 
our German superiority in everything: country, race, sci¬ 
ence, art, music, history, literature. 

At the same time, our parents and teachers trained my 
sister and me to be the unquestioning helpmates of men; as 
individuals, we had no right to our own opinion, no right to 
speak up. We were to be models of obedience, work and 
toughness, ever eschewing complaints, creativity or artistic 
pursuits. 

♦ ♦ ♦ ’ 

Indeed, it would have been dangerous for us to show any 
initiative for spontaniety, nor would it have befitted a 
German girl to favor feminine dresses, ruffles or makeup. 
As for gentleness or sweetness or tearfulness, these were 
forbidden traits, and any display of them would have made 
us outcasts. The worst fate was to be laughed at and publicly 
humiliated — grim possibilities that served the Nazis as a 
major educational technique. 

The books we read were full of stories glorifying Hitler. 
In them, the bad guy was usually a Jew. I had never known a 
Jew personally, and so the Jews I read about were personi¬ 
fications of the Devil — too evil to be real. 

I remember my grandfather dragging me to Hitler 
rallies in Munich. I hated to stand for hours between 
thousands of black boots and listen to that shrill voice; too 
short to see much that was happening. I was terrified by the 
screaming crowd. Yet. of course, I had to fake enthusiasm. 

During the war Hitler demanded immense sacrifices for 
the greater glory of the "Volk. Reich and Fuehrer.” Even as 
little children we worked without letup, despite constant 
hunger and the mounting horror of air raids that dealt death 
and destruction all around us. 

Then came the war’s appalling end. It must have been 
painful for the vast majority of Germans to see their world 
collapsing, but no one can imagine how it felt for a girl not 
quite 13 who sincerely believed that our physical and 
emotional tribulations were justified by our service to the 
Fuehrer and the nation. 

This had been tbe only world we knew. First they made 
us revere the Fuehrer, then told us that if we followed his 
program and worked hard, one day we might get singled out 
for an award or, better yet, a look or handshake from him 
personally. ' 

When the rest of the world pointed toward our fallen god 
and branded him a fanatical murderer, all Germans, in¬ 
cluding us kids, were lumped together as murderers, too. 
Everything we had learned was bad, and bad now became 


good. 1 wanted to die. Without some eX|/:.i.i.> inn, I would go 
insane. 

But all around me there was deathly silence in postwar 
Germany. Nobody talked, nor did I dare show my despair 
and confusion by asking questions. I yearned to leave the 
village to which we had been evacuated with our mother and 
go borne to my lather, whose help I badly needed. In my eyes 
he had crumbled with Uitley, but I wanted him to give me an 
excuse for all that had happened so that I could still believe 
in him and have something to hold onto. 

Instead, my father tried to re-establish his authority by 
beating me half to death, and so 1 never dated ask questions. 
I seriously considered suicide. The outside world had 
changed, but home was the same awful prison aa before — 
still a stronghold'of Nazism — and I was to be its prisoner for 
another el^t years. 

« « « 

One day a foreign visitor spat at me on the street just for 
being German, and this made me realize that I would never 
have anybody to turn to for help and underst'anding. We 
children were the forgotten victims who did not get liberat¬ 
ed. Do you know how it feels when you go completely dead 
and lifeless, and you are so scared that your brain goes 
blank? That Is how many of us kids felt as we carried the 
torment, tears, resentment and fury that was the legacy of 
our Glerman elders. 

Having grown up with nothing but lies, we now lied to 
ourselves. We pretended not to feel hurt when confronted 
with anti-German hostility, but our pretense of toughness 
merely confirmed the world’s view that German's lacked 
common, ordinary feelings. Unable to believe in anything 
anymore, we trusted no one — we were too hurt for trust. In 
our helplessness, we sought to hide how vulnerable we really 
were. 

Eventually I was lucky enough to make friends with an 
art teacher in Darmstadt who encouraged my creativity and 
influenced my decision to become an artist. Through him I 
first learned about the Bauhaus artists, .Paul Klee and 
Wassily Kandinsky, who had since left Germany, and about 
Slgmu^ Freud’s theories and jazz music. Hitler had called 
them all “degenerate” and had suppressed them. Now, like 
a sponge, I soaked up everything I could about contem¬ 
porary thought and art. But my joy of discovery was tinged 
with resentment that it had all been kept from me for so 
long. 

« ♦ ♦ 

Then ensued a 30-year period of manic depression as I 
slowly, painfully wo^ed out my subconscious feelings 
throu^ metal sculpture. At first I persisted In blacking out 
my true feelings, masking them behind an abstractionist 
style. But eventually I realized I would have to let all the 
anger, hate and sorrow spill out if I was ever to escape the 
nl^tmare I had been living. By the time I had develop^ my 
present symbolic style, I had moved to the United States, 
first to New York and then to Los Angeles. Here I also 
became immersed in primal therapy, which has helped me 
become the spiritual, feeling person that was so long bottled 
up inside me. 

My story, surely, is not unique, but seldom has it been 
told. At long last, we children of Nazism must sit down and 
speak objectively to one another — and to the world. We 
n^ to be encouraged to come out of the shell of our 
tortured past. When I finally started to talk ajmnly to some 
of my Jewish friends, they expressed astonishment that 
there are Germans — “Aryan” Germans — who too had 
suffered almost beyond endurance under Nazism. From 
then on we have shared deep insights, at first lacerating but 
ultimately comforting, from our disparate, desperate expe¬ 
riences. 


I was pleased to read of the 
decision by our provincial 
government to take the Crys¬ 
tal Garden property and 
building with the commit¬ 
ment to restore it as practi¬ 
cally as possible. It would 
have been easy for them to 
avoid the task.as others have 
done in the past. 

Many of the reasons 
against this project are 
known to me. and I can only 
say it took guts and vision to 
put the whole thing in per¬ 
spective — and Sam Bawlf is 
used to making decisions re¬ 
quiring these qualities. No 
one should put him down for 
this nationally recognized de¬ 
cision. 

Now the first step has been 
taken, perhaps the govern¬ 
ment could use some input 
from people as lo the final 
outcome of this restoration? 
better to be positive with your 
ideas now, than negative to 
the whole project after it is 
completed.

the last half of fiscal 1976 and 
$5.1 billion in the first half. 
Japan’s financial year runs 
from April to March.

The current account sur¬

The B.C. government-owned 
pulp mill at Ocean Falls 
ne^ about $50 million to be 
brought up to competitive 
standards, says Ray Wllliston, 
president of the B.C. Cellulose 
Oor 7 >. 

Wllliston made the state¬ 
ment while explaining the ap¬ 
proval last week by cabinet of 
a $2 million loan tor upgrad¬ 
ing the mill. 

"They accepted the short¬ 
term proposals, but the gov¬ 
ernment is not yet willing to 
buy the long-term plan," WU- 
liston said. ’’But th^’ve given 
us encouragement and In¬ 
dicated they’ll listen to the 
next stage." 

Wllliston. a minister ffx* 18 
years in the former Social 
.Credit government, said the 
$2 million loan will go to up¬ 
grading some of the mill's 
machdneiy, which should re- 
sTilt in a better quality of 
new-sprint. 

He said the funds also will 
go towards construction ct a 
new ferry dock and for road 
wwk. 

The ntoct stage would be to 
Improve productiem by mak¬ 
ing such improvements as 


speeding up machinery and 
r^laclng driers at a cost of 
$12 to $14 milUon, ^Uiston 
said. * 

Expviding the mill to in¬ 
crease' output even more 
would cost an additional $35 
million, he said. 

But this compares to $90 
million to $100 million just to 
build a new pdant, he said. 


The 410 workers employed 
in the mill bring in an annual 
payroll of $8 million, and the 
company yearly exports $27 
million wtnth of products, 
Williston said. 

He added tiiat the mill has 
contracts which will keep it in 
full production at least until 
the end of this year, and the 
con^uny has managed to pay 


off the interest on all its loans 
and debts last year. 

The Ocean Falls plant was 
purchased by the former New 
Democratic Party govern¬ 
ment. B.C. Cellulose Is the 
holding company wdiich man¬ 
ages the provincial govern¬ 
ment’s forest Industry invest¬ 
ments.

Monday $160.38. 

It reached $160.80 an ounce 
at one point in London, but 
later drc^iped back. At the af¬ 
ternoon fixing of the gold 
price in London, the metal 
had slipped to '''’$1£0.2D an 
ounce. In London this made a 
net gain of $1,825 an ounce on 
the iH'e'Weekend level. 

The U.S. dollar Monday 
continued its downward path, 
reflecting dealers’ concern 
over the United States which 
is building a bdg trade deficit. 

Dealers were watching a 
sign from Washington that the 
Carter administration intend¬ 
ed to stop the dollar’s decline. 

Ihe British pound climbed 
to $1.7735 Monday ccmipared 
with $L7660 on Friday ni^t. 
It was the first time the 
pound had been worth more 


than $L77 dollars since Se{^

Jim McElreath, his father, 
was at the track serring as 
his son's crew chief. The Indi¬ 
anapolis 500 veteran and 
former California 500 cham¬ 
pion had hoped to join his son 


as the fii'st father-son combi- 
nati<xt to (|ualify for the Indi- 
ana[K>lls race last May. How¬ 
ever, an accident iircvcnted 
that w h n tlw younger 
McEJreath injured his hand. 

In June, the two made his¬ 
tory by becoming the finsi 
father-son combo to make(X 
USAC championship car rac»* 
as they both qualified for the 
Hocono 500. They also compet¬ 


ed against each oilier at Mi¬ 
chigan, Milwaukee. Ontario 
and Texas. 

McElreath was pronounced 
dead of massive head and 
neck injuries at Ball Memori¬ 
al Hospital in nearby Muncie. 
His father and rescue workei's 
e.xtracled him from tlic cock¬ 
pit of his car a( 2 ^r the mis¬ 
hap. A track doctor gave 
inouth-to-mouth resuscitation 


and sent the driver to the hos¬ 
pital after obtaining what he 
called a faint heartbeat. 

He died about an hour and a 
hall after the mishap. 

Track officials said the ac¬ 
cident happened ivhen driver 
Larry Moore of Dayton, Ohio, 
went into a spin in frwit of 
lour other drivers, including 
McElreath.

Arcades not banned 
but pinballs limited 


Follosving years of con¬ 
troversy over the merits of 
pinball arcades, Victoria city 
council came to a decision 
Monday which in effect bans 
pinball parlors. 

Stopping just short of out¬ 
lawing pinball parlors, council 
decided that no estabbshment 
will be allowed to have more 
than two pinball machines 
and two other electronic 
amusement machines on its 
premises. 

Council instructed the city 
soUcitco* to prepare the neces¬ 
sary amendments to the city’s 
Amusement Establishment 


Control ^law. The aldermen 
also asked the city solicitor to 
find out whether the only 
existing operator can be ex¬ 
empted from the bylaw. 

Some of the aldermen said 
they didn’t want to legislate 
the prc^rietor of the Mtfhle 
Machine in the 600-block 
Yates out of business, but 
Mayor Michael Young made It 
dear that he wxiulctot mind 
that at all. 

"I don’t necessarily want to 
see him continue in business," 
the mayor said.

Housing 
to oust 
greenery 

Green space lost out to 
housing as Elsquimalt council 
Monday approved in principle 
the selling off of five munici- 
pall>'*owned Rockheights pro¬ 
perties. 

The recommendations to 
sell the properties came in a 
report from the properties 
committee which had been in- 
stnicted by council last De¬ 
cember to review the use of all 
municipally-owned land in £s- 
quimalt. 

Before discussing the rec¬ 
ommendations, (Mayor Art 
Young said approval was only 
on a "broad view" and that 
the actual future use the in¬ 
dividual pit^rties would be 
debated by council. 

The land approved for pos¬ 
sible housing development In¬ 
cludes: 

• Property at the 
northwest end of Grenville Av¬ 
enue for which there is now a 
pn^xwal from the B.C. Hous- 
ing corporati<m for townhous- 
tog: 

• One lot at the northwest 
comer of the central property 
between Rocker^ and 
Highrock Avenues. Tlie rest of 
the property is to be reserved 
as p4ukland: 

• Playlot now fronting on 
BBghrock Avenue is to be 
fihoved and the tws» lots sold 
br houMog: 

Two lots at the east end of 
Lockley Road are to be resub- 
dlvided into two dui^ex lots, 
one facing Locldey and toe 
other Wurtele Place. 


At one point during coun¬ 
cil’s discussion Monday on 
what might be done to im¬ 
prove what most aldermen 
agreed was "an eyesore" of a 
building, angry residents in¬ 
terrupted with shouts <t "tear 
it down, tear It down." 

One woman, referring to 
partes and recreation commis¬ 
sion director Harold Moist, 
said: "Put it across frwn Mr. 
Moist's place." 

Oouncil decided to ask the 
parks and recreation coounis- 
sion to come up with plana (or 
shielding and generally im¬ 
proving toe building, to be 
used as a nursery wito an of¬ 
fice above. Work on the 16 by 
30-foot structure began in 
early September when, as Aid. 
Larry Mann said, fnost ooun¬ 
cil members were away at a 
Union of B.C Municlj^ties 
convention. 

"I couldn’t believe my eyes 
when I saw it," Mann told 
council. 

Although all the aldermen 
denounced the building in the 
park, no one was quite sure 
how an authorized $20,000 pot¬ 
ting shed became a two-storey 
building. 

“I didn’t expect it would be 
a two-storey building but a 
shed," said Mann, who as a 
paries and recreation board 
member could not recall the 
plans ever mentioning its size. 

Mayor Art Young said it 
was council’s fault toe build¬ 
ing was erected, in that no 
had asked to view toe 


men expressed some support 
for pinball arcades at the out¬ 
set.

Aid Jehn Hayes, who had 
initially spoken in favor of 
pinball arcades, shook his 
head and voted for the ban. 

Aid. Robert Wright, who 
was reluctant to support the 
ban because it would put the 
only operator in Victoria out 
of busineas, alao supported 
toe ban. 

Ifc said if other greater Vic¬ 
toria municipalities had dif¬ 
ficulty making toeir minds 
on tile pirtoall question, the 
city shoiild send Fenner to 
them to explain it all. 

The owner of the Majble 
Machine wasn’t available for 
«»mnent. but Steve Murphy, 
who manages the place for 
him, said he wasn't convinced 
yet that council would shut 
down the estadtitahroent. 

He said he dcatoted that 
council had the leg^ right to 
impose a ban on pinball par¬ 
lors in the first aiaoe. 

Murphy alev said a ban 
wouldn't chan^ the "hangout 
situation" in dewntown. 

"Any cop on toe beat will 
tell you that they’d rather 
have ail the bad apples in <me 
place." he said. 

That, howe\ er. wasn’t what 
the mayor said earlier. He 
tedd council that police would 
rather see no pinball arcades 
in the dty. 


KAREN SANFORD (NDP 
— CcKnox), who is labor critic 
for the opposition, said Ben¬ 
nett had threatened to "create 
total chaos" by advocating 
that the Independence be 
stripped from the Labor Rria- 
Uons Board.

Any 
interference by the cabinet 
ministers or toe province 
would bring ^xxit a chaotic 
stato," Ryan said in a sepa¬ 
rate interview. 

"The IRB’s record has 
been a good one and any 
mov'e to return to the sys¬ 
tem that obtained in B.C.

ed."

The list of vegetables is ttw 
greatest, but chiaf offenders 
include beans, broccoli, brus> 
set sprouts, cabbage, cauH- 
flower, cucumbers, garlic, 
lentils, lettuce, onions, dried 
peas, peppers, radishes, Swiss 
chard and turnips. 

The flatulence from beans 
may be due in part to pork 
used in baking. In older peo¬ 
ple, carbohydrate food is a 
prime gas-former because <rf 
incomplete digestion, which 
allows fermentation in the 
lewor bowel. Another thing to 
keep in mind Is that a hi^fat 
me^ slows the emptying time 
of the stomach so that femen* 
tation or breakdown of foods 
occurs there instead of lower 
down in the intestinal tract.

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Plant now for Christmas 

Living bulbs can light up home during holidays 


VANCOUVER (CP) — It l8 
time to plant daffodils, hya¬ 
cinths and tulips so their col¬ 
orful blossoms can be en¬ 
joyed during the Christmas 
season, says David Tarrant, 
educational co-ordinator at 
the University of British Co¬ 
lumbia Botanical Garden. 

“The Christmas bulbs are 
special,” he said. ‘‘The 
paper-white daffodil, blue- 
aid-pink pearl hyacinth and 
peach-blossom tulip bulbs 
have all been given cold 
treatment In Holland, and 
now is the time for idanting.” 

Tarrant said these bulbs 
might be planted in soil, peb- 
bhs or even papier mache 
but, most important, they 
needed a dark, cold area. He 
said the best place was a 
patio or shelter on the north 
side of the house or apart¬ 
ment. 

“We used to plant these 
bulbs under peat or sand, but 
now I find that a black plastic 
garbage bag set over the top 
works just as well. They must 
be left in darkness for six to 
eight weeks, preferably at a 
temperature no warmer than 
t.4 degrees Celsius," Tarrant 
saM. 

“Check them for water. 
After three weeks, the bulbs 
will look as if they're ready to 
come out—starting to grow— 
but they still need the dark¬ 
ness and cold." 

Alter the dark period, it is 
time to bring the pots Inside, 
and Tarrant suggests they be 
placed on a coolish window¬ 
sill for a couple of weeks, to 
allow the leaves and flower 
stalks to come up. 

“In an average room, the 
plants will grow so quickly 
that the leaves will come up 
but the flowers stay down, 
and all your effort is wast¬ 
ed.” 

A layer of drainage materi¬ 
al should be placed in the 
bottom of the pot and, for best 
results, potting soil should be 
used. 


Tarrant suggested group¬ 
ing daffodil bulbs together in 
a lb-inch pot. 

“For a marvellous display 
of blossoms, plant the Mbs 
In a double layer,” be said. 
“Put two InchM of soil over 
the drainage material, layer 
the bulbs close to one an¬ 


other—almost touching—add 
another layer of soil, top with 
more bulbs and fill with soil 
to one Inch from the rim of 
the pot.” 

He said it didn’t matter 
bow deep the daffodil bulbs 
were planted. There should 
be at least lb blooms in the 


poL 

Hyacinth bulbs don’t like 
company and do much better 
planted in four-inch pots or 
even foam plastic cups with 
holes puncM in the bottom 
for drainage. 

“The bulb should be plant¬ 
ed so the neck Is half an inch

out of the soil,” he said. “The 
hyacinth may not like compa-. 
ny, but it do^’t want to be 
burled, either.” 

When it is time to bring the 
hyacinths inside, take them 
out of their small containers 
and squeese them together in 
a larger pot. 

“The tulip bullw do best 
planted singly and deep, so 
the stalks don’t fall over. The 
flat side of the bulb should be 
placed in tbe middle of the 
potv because the plant grows 
from the under side.”

MONTREAL (CP) - Old 
people often lock up their 
homes so tightly through fear 
of break-ins that they turn 
them into firetraps, says a 
Montreal fire department 
spokesman. 

Capt. Claude Plaisance 
said the elderly often placed 
too much emphasis on securi¬ 
ty and bad no idea what to do 
in a fire emergency. 

“A'burglary is a shock, but 
an extensive fire, even when 
no one is hurt, can be a shat¬ 
tering experience for those in 
the older age group,” he said, 
adding that bO.OOO fires each 
year in Canadian homes 
caused damage far exceed¬ 
ing the value of personal pro¬ 
perty stolen in robberies. 

Plaisance stressed these 
safety points: 

•Proper escape procedure 
must be followed to avoid 
being overcome by smoke or 
gases. Every home should 
have two evacuation routes in 
case the primary exit is 
blocked. 

•Doors should be access¬ 
ible and easily unlocked. If 
windows must be used, it is 
Important that they not be 
painted shut and that storm 
windows and screens can be 
easily opened. Balconies and 


steps should be kept clear of 
snow and rubbish. 

•It is important especially 
for older people, to have a 
telephone next to the bed with 
the fire department number 
written in large figures. 

•Sleep with tbe bedroom 
door ck»ed. This offers tem¬ 
porary protectioo when there 
is fire in another part of tbe 
house or apartment. 

•Buy a smoke detector, as 
this detects smoke well be¬ 
fore it is evident to a person. 

Mever open a door that 
feels hot to the touch or if 
there’s smoke seeping 
throu^ the cracks. Pile a 
mattress or blanket against 
the door. 


•Apartment dwellers 
should use the stairs, never 
the elevator. Electricity can 
be cut off or a beat-sensitive 
button control may stop the 
elevator at the floor which is 
the source of tbe fire, then 
passengers are trapped. . 

W)o not wear long, looke 
sleeves while cooking, as 
these can get caught on con¬ 
trols. Keep meat wrappings 
away from burners.

Honor mdB gone 

400 murdered 
in Mafia battles 


REGGIO CALABRIA, Italy 
(Reuter) — Mafia gangs are 
locked In a bloody battle for 
control of the poverty-strick¬ 
en Italian province of Cala¬ 
bria and anyone who gets in 
their way is a target for a 
. bomb or a bullet. 

Nearly 400 people have 
been. murdered in the pro¬ 
vince in the last four years. It 
Is one of the poorest in Italy 
and has a high illiteracy rate. 

Authorities say the area, on 
the toe of Italy, is overrun 
with Mafiosi and their meth¬ 
ods are getting more vicious. 

“There is a new, unscrupu¬ 
lous generation of Mafiosi 
fighting to take over the pro¬ 
vince,” police spokesman 
Ninni Cassaria said. 

This younger generation, 
recruit^ from the thousands 
of unemployed in the towns 


and villages of the area, ig¬ 
nore even the dubious code of 
honor under which the Mafia 
previously opeated, he said. 

‘‘They kidnap women, 
shoot at children, stop at 
nothing.” 

This year alone, 45 persons 
have been killed, 65 wounded 
and nine kidnapped in Mafia 
vendettas, with what the 
local Roman Catholic bishop 
described as "barbarous 
criminality.” 

Police say they are power¬ 
less to halt the Mafia.

work better... 
We’re all for that! 

All of us want to see Canada's mail system 
restored to sound health and working smoothly. That’s 
to everyone's benefit. But administrative confusion in 
the Post Office is the real problem right now. Three 
main pieces pf Federal legislation, and at least three 
levels of authority, are involved in running the 
system. So the dwired results are never delivered. 
All ideas to improve the service are “returned to 
sender”. 

• The Public Service Staff Relations Act 

The outdated provisions of this Act are the source 
of all confrontations between the Post Office Depart¬ 
ment and the Union over aulomalion of the mail 
sortjng system. 

• The Public Service Emptoymenl Act 

Under this Act, the Public Service Commission 
handles the hiring of all. postal workers. In other 
words, the Department must depend upon another 
organization to supply the staff it needs. 

■ The Financial Administration Act 

This Act stipulates that the Treasury Board, not 
the Department, is the actual Employer of the postal 
workers. Since the Post Office Department is not the 
official employer, this means it has no real authority 
to negotiate collective agreements with the postal 
employees. 

So the Post Office Department in a way finds 
itself handcuffed by its complicated administrative 
structure. Of course we're all for making the mail 
system work better, but what is needed first of all is 
a coherent organizational setup.

Ever since 1969, the Government has been fully 
aware of the general discontent within the postal 
system. Yet the situation has steadily worsened. Year 
after year, under a series of Ministers, studies costing 
millions of dollars, have followed one another in rapid 
succession.

Thus 
freeij from the restrictions of the Public Service 
Staff Relations Act, it would be able to tailor its 
rules and regulations to its specific and distinctive 
needs. Automation, for example, would be planned 
with the goal of improved service, and not at the 
expense of the workers. 

b) Since it would have full responsibility for hiring 
and training its own personnel, the Corporation 
would be better able to match employees’ talents and 
abilities with the needs of each of its services. 

* Improved negotiations 

The Crown Corporation would be able to negotiate 
directly with the Union, since it would not be 
governed by the Financial Administration Act. This 
would mean a rapid improvement in labour relations, , 
now needlessly strained under the present incoherent 
administrative structure. 

* Increased efficiency...improved service 

Administrative and operational efficiency would be 

the' first welcome results to spring from this new 
Corporation. Management, freed from the administra¬ 
tive tangle of “three-level” decision making, could 
return to its true function: planning new ways to 
serve the taxpayer better. The vast sums now being 
spent could invested much more profitably in an 
efficient and businesslike manner.

NEW YORK (AP) — Fa¬ 
milies can save a good deal 
of money by cutting one an¬ 
other’s hair, says former bar¬ 
ber Bob Bent, » After all, 
“we’re growing our own veg¬ 
etables and cutting our own 
firewood, so why not our own 
hair’’’ 

In the ’Ws, at a shaggy- 
haired university student. 
Bent began to cut his owa 
hair He discovered it wasn't 
all that difficult. 

“I was appalled when I 
saw the prices of haircuts in 
big cities like New York, 
where you might pay M at a 
good place for a haircut. 
When long hair became fash¬ 
ionable. every little baroer- 
shop was turned Into a sakm 
and the barbers suddenly be¬ 
came stylists.” 

He was explaining his 
newest bonk, How To Cut 
Your Children’s Ht/r(Slmon 
and Schuster). A few years 
ago he publish How To Cut 
Your Owa or Aayhody Else’s 
Hale 

“As a kid .1 werrt to barber¬ 
shops every few weeks, but 
people can’t afford to do that 
today For a child, anyway, a 
haircut is often a scary expe¬ 
rience. In fact. I know some 
adults who are terrified to 
ge« a haircut in strange bar¬ 
bershops or saloos. We have 
all been burned by bad hair¬ 
cuts. 

“In cutting children’s hair, 
we should remember that 
they move about quite a bit, 
so the child should be kept 
busy Timing the haircut to a 
favorite television show it a 
good distraction. 

“It should take an hour to 
give the first haircut they 
ever get. After that, it can be 
done in far lesa time. But you 
shouldn’t remove more than 
an inch of hair anywhere 
when doing the first haircut. 
You can gradually remove 
more.” 

Haircutting can be learned 
]ual as you learn gourmet 
cooking or anything else that 
seems complicated, he said. 
It lakes time. In a family, 
one should cut another’s hair, 
which makes M easier. 

“If you are going to save 
money cutting the family’s 
hair, invest at least Si in a 
good pair of scissors. Don’t 
use your sewing shears. You 
can use eiectric clippers at 
the neck, if you wish, but it is 
terrible to use a razor or one 
of those razor shearers. And 
it is important for an adult to 
get hair styled occasionally, 
perhaps once a year.” 

Mollifying children may 
take some ingenuity, he said.

NEW YORK (AP) — Milk, 
the perfect food, the stuff that 
millions of mothars urge 
tbelr Uds to drink becauae it 
will maka them strong, tall, 
and healthy—could there 
posalhly be anything wrong 
with It? 

Not lost poasibly, but defin¬ 
itely, argues Dr. Prank R. 
OskI, a pediatrician and de¬ 
partment head at New York 
State University. And he has 
sat out to prove his case in a 
book staiUy entitled. Don’t 
Drink Your MUk. 

Cows’ milk is not natural, 
Oski contends, except for 
calves. For humans, espe¬ 
cially infants and children, 
cows’ milk Is-linked with 
iron-deficiency anemia; Is a 
cause of crampi, vomiting 
and diarrhea; can cause al¬ 
lergic reactions like nasal 
congestion, asthma, skin 
rash and chest infections in¬ 
cluding bronchitis; and may 
play a role in the origin of 
arteriosclerosis and heart at¬ 
tacks. 

His book is published by 
Wyden Books and written 
with reporter John D. Bell. 

“I think the bad parts about 
milk should be brought to 
public attention,” Oski said. 
“The public is bombarded 
continuously with the good 
things about milk. When I see 
children all the time who are 
affected badly by milk, well, 
somebody has to stand up and 
say, ‘Hey, welt a minute.’ ” 

Oski said 2S per cent of 
children fed cows’ milk 
fore the age of six months 
would develop one or more 
allergies. Of those given 
cows’ milk before one year of 
age, eight to lO per cent deve¬ 
loped allergies. 

A spokesman for the Na¬ 
tional Dairy Council, Robert 
Kowalski, responded, “Yes, 
milk causes allergies. 
There’s no question about it,” 
but be added that the majori¬ 
ty of pediatricians placed the 
estimate at one or two per 
cent, and that tbe allergy was 
outgrown at tbe age of two. 

“It’s unfortunate that Dr. 
Oski has chosen to denounce 
milk-drinking at a time when 
a number of nutrition surveys 
have demonstrated that 
many American diets are low 
on riboflavin, vitamin A and 
calcium nutrients abundant 
in milk and other dairy 
foods,” Kowalski said. 

Another point made by 
Oski in his book is that the 
majority of the people in the 
world are “lactose-intoler¬ 
ant.” Lactoae is the sugar in 
milk.

M. V. Chesnut’s 

Garden Notes

We have been spending quite a bit of 
time and column space recently discus¬ 
sing dahlias — when and how to take 
them up, and how to bring them safely 
throng the winter for Ranting naxt 
spring. 

One question that arises as soon u 
we get the roots out of the ground is 
whether the clumpe should be stored 
whole or cut up into individual tubers 
before storing. 

Personally, I divide mine, chiefly 
because they take up a lot less room 
than the awkward whole cljumps. I hesi¬ 
tate to recommend dividing for the nov¬ 
ice, however, for it Isn't easy for the 
newcomer to dahlia growing to cut up 
the clumps without spoiling the tubers. 

So, If you don’t Icmw how, m’ if you 
doubt your ability to perform thii plant 
surgery, it would be safer to store the 
clumps whole and do the necessary 
dividing next spring. Once the tubers . 
start to sprout into growth in storage, 
you can see much more clearly where to 
make your cuts. 

If your storage space is limited, 
though, and you’d like to take a crack at 
cutting up your dahlia clumps, this is 
bow you go about it: 

First, let’s take a good long look at 
one of your dahlia clumps. 

There is a hollow central stam, or 
several stems; these are the stubs of. 
last summer's topgrowth. Radiating 
outward from this central woody por- 


tfoa are tha .tptael tabeta, each ens 
fockiuf rithor like a iklHy sweet poU- 
to. Eech of 'tbeee tnberi la capable ef 
l^aelBg a dahlia plant 00 ita own aext 
year. 

Tha Impatart part of the tuber is its 
■eck — thc.thli ead when it 1^ the 
central steam. It la impartantlMetuae, 
unlike the potato, a dakUa tuber has 
only one eye or growth bad, and tUs eye 
is located ia the tUa ead. 

It Is very imperiaat, therefore, to 
make sure you get all this aeck when tile 
tuber is cut free tram the clump, for if 
tile eye is lost — tad the neck is very 
brittle and easily bnkea — that blind 
tuber will simply rat away In the ground 
when planted. 

To make sure each tuber has Its 
single eye Intact, then, it Is best to take a 
sliver of wood from the central stem 
with your kaifo whea detaching a tuber 
from the clump. 

. Another importaat point la labelling. 
If you were growing a named variety, 
there was probably a wired label at¬ 
tached to tte stake that supported the 
dahlia. This label should bava been 
transferred to the stub of the clump 
when first dug from the gnimd. 

If you divide your clumps, each tuber 
should he labell^ and an easy way to 
do tUs ia to write Its name dfrcctly on 
the skin with an indelible pencil or a 
felt-tipped pen with waterproof India 
Ink.

In ai aarUer column I recommended 
plunging dahUe tuberi hi eaitane ef peat 
moae or vennlcuUm, and fo some folks 
this may teem aa amwoettary expanse. 

I caa aaly tay that I have tried Just 
about every sterago method la the 
book — dipping the taber i la hot wax, 
sealing them in plaatic baga, covering 
them with sand or aahee — hot I have 
never run acroea anything that works 
quite so well as bury^ thm la peat or 
vcrmlcuUte. 

Hieae materials have gone up in 
price coniMerably in the last fow years, 
for peat it in demand for coMitdUng oil 
spills tad vermkultte for home insola¬ 
tion, but the thing to remember it that 
this money isn’t «wn the drain. 

When your dahlia tubers are taken 
out of storage and (Hanted next spring, 
you itill have your peat or venniculite, 
either to dse agaia for storage next 
year, or for the dosen and one summer « 
uses in the garden. /

My wife and I cooked a pot 
of chili Saturday, and except 
that 1 think she put in too 
much curry and she thinks I 
put in too many peanuts, I 
believe we're close to world 
championship class. 

As^a native of the southwest ' 
I ani naturally an expert on 
chili. It it my favorite dish, 
and although I don’t happen 
to enjoy taking over ip the 
Idtch^ as tome met) do, I 
have tatted to- many varie¬ 
ties of chili, and thought of so 
many ways in which even the 
best of ^m might be im¬ 
proved, that I have always 
wanted to try working up a 
recipe of my own, with my 
wife’s assistance, of course. 

I was hoping that this year 
we might be good enough to 
enter the International Chili 
Society’s world champion¬ 
ship cookoff. It has been 
moved west from Terlingua. 
Tex., which nobody could 
find, and will be held on Sun¬ 
day, Oct 23, at the old Tropi- 
co Gold Mine in the high des¬ 
ert above Lancaster, Calif. 
This is the Superbowi of chili. 

I knew we were novices 
compared to the chili freaks 
who will be competing at 
Tropico, but I knew also that 
my wife hadn't thrown away 
a recipe of any kinP in SO 
years, and that she would ac¬ 
cidentally have what might 
well be tile largest collection 
of chili recipes in the West 
(the East doesn’t count) if 
she only knew where they 
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were. 

“All we need,” I told her, 
“is a good bulc recipe, so 
we’ve got chili to start with, 
and then we will each add a 
secret ingredient.’’ 

That way, I raasooed, the 
chili would reflect our two 
personaliUea, aad tha mating 
of our separate Meu might 
produce an indefinable flavor 
that would delight the Judges 
even as it mystified them. 

“What’s your secret ingre¬ 
dient?” she said. 

“Peanuts.” 

She said she had never 
beard of peinnts in chili. AH 
the better, and peanuts hap¬ 
pened to be in style, I pointed 
out. 

“What's yours?” I asked. 
“(Jurry.” 

I had never beard of curry 
in chili. But I like curry, and I 
suspect it can cover more 
mistakes than any other in¬ 
gredient except salt. 

Half of the fun of maUng 
chili is shopping. We drove 
down to the supermarket and 
bought what we needed, in¬ 
cluding a bag of unshelled 
peanuts, half a dozen dried 
New Mexico chUis and three 
pounds of chuck. My wife al¬ 
ready had the other things at 
home. 

We '^ad decided to start 
with a basic Texas ranch 
style recipe. Among her trea¬ 
sures she had found what 
purported to be the recipes of 
two of the world's greatest 


amateur chUi cooks — Car- 
roU Sbellw and C.V. Wood 
Jr., including the recipe with 
which Wood won the world 
champfoosUp in 1972. 

But I was suspicious, 1 
didn’t think those dudes 
would give out their secrets. 
Besides, it looked to me as if 
they’d thrown in everything 
they could lay bands on In the 
kitchen, just hoping fbr some 
luck, the way a quarterback 
about to be sacked will throw 
the ball toward the goal Une 
and hope for the best. 

For instance, Shelby used 
grated goat cheese, which is 
an Insult to Texas, and Wood 
used chicken, another insult, 
as well IS pork chops, a can 
of beer and a teaspoon of 
thyme. The one thing I didn’t 
want to put in was too much 
thyme. 

Preparing our chili was 
pure fun. My wife chopped 
the meat and the dried chilis 
and was quarteriag the 

onions (« hCT cbopidog block 
when she began to cry. “I’U 
do the onions.” I said. “My 
eyes aren’t that sensitive.” 

But in a moment my eyes 
were watering and burning, 
and 1 had to withdraw to the 
bathroom and wash tiwm out 
with an eyecup. Dalton was 
on his way over to help me 
watch the USC-Alabama 
game ou the tube, and I didn’t 
want to watch It through 
tears. (The tears came 
after). 


While the game waa on, I 
helped by sbeUlag the pea¬ 
nuts. Meanwhile the aroma 
floated through the house, 
succulent and tautaUxing. At 
half-time I went out to crush 
the camiios. I happen to 
agree with the late H. Allen 
^ith that chili was invented 
in San Antonio by Chmary Is¬ 
landers who had brought in 
the comin, a canpt-Uke plant 
that produces an aromatic 
aeed they caUed camlnos. 

As usual, Smith was flout¬ 
ing tradition, since most “ex¬ 
perts” bold that chili was in¬ 
vented by chuckwagoo cooks 
in the southwest ITexoa cow 
country. “Poppycock!" 
wrote ^ith. “To beU with 
holy writ. (MU orighioted in 
Son Antonio. Period.” 

I personally crushed the 
cumin seeds with mortar and 
pestle, and that method, I 
believe, along with the curry 
and crushed peanuts, is what 
gave our chili its Je ae aa/s 
qaoi, which they say is 
French for I don’t know what. 

I thought we had a winner. 
But when I got ioTouch with 
the International Chili So¬ 
ciety to find our how to enter 
the cookoff, they said you had 
to be a state champion first. 
We would have to wait for 
next year and enter the preli¬ 
minaries. 

Maybe it’s just as well. 
We’re not quite ready yet. 
But next year we’ll make our 
move. I have seen the future, 
and it cooks.

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Everything you wanted to know about pain * 


LONDON, Ont. (CP) - 
Most people cringe at the 
mere mention of pain. Many 
will say they are not really 
worried about the way they 
die as long as It Is quick—and 
painless. 

Some will get their wish, 
b^t many will not. 

' Dr. Harold Mersky, a Uni- 
'versity of Western Ontario 
researcher and author of the 
section on pain in the ISth 
Titian of the Encyclopedia 
Britannica, says all of us will 
experience pain of varying 
degree during qur lives, but 
fewer suffer chronic, intrac¬ 
table pain. 

It is this chronic pain, says 
Mersky, that poses the grea¬ 
test anguish for sufferers and 
frustration for those who 
■bust treat them. 

He said a great deal was 
known about the underlying 
physiology of pain, but much 
still remained to be unrav¬ 
elled. 

“There's uncertainty about 
the exact mechanisms which 
set up pain. We know that if 
you damage yourself, which 
breaks the suriace or causes 
cells to degenerate, you’re li¬ 
able to pain because nerve 
terminals have been stimu¬ 
lated.” 

Pain can come from physi¬ 
cal illness, it can be psycho¬ 
logical, or it can come from a 
combination of the two. Anx¬ 
iety and depression can ag¬ 
gravate an already existing 
physical pain. 

Whether caused by a psy¬ 
chological or physical mech¬ 
anism, all pain is real to the 
sufferer. 

Mersky, director of psychi¬ 
atric education and research 
in the faculty of medicine at 
Western, said there was some 
evidence that the threshold of 
complaining about pain in¬ 
creases if a person had a 
physical cause for pain else¬ 
where in his body. 

If you are anxious you are 
more likely to have a large 
amount of pain relative to the 
stimulus than if you are calm 
and relaxed. For instance, a 
soldier whose attention is on 
the battle at hand may not 
feel pain from a severe 
wound until after the battle is 
over. 

Mersky speculates that 
this may be the result of a 
“biological advantage” man

REGINA (CP) - Volun¬ 
teers, not politicians, are the 
people who can change 
things, says Judge Reynell 
Andreychuk, who at one time 
was involved in 42 communi¬ 
ty and service organizations. 

"Voluntary activity not 
only has the capacity to make 
individuals recognized; it 
bridges the gap between indi¬ 
viduals and government and 
builds innovative communi- 
ties.’said Judge Andreychuk, 
33, the first woman president 
of the National YMCA. 

“We should try to control 
our destinies somehow, and I 
believe we can do that 
through volunteering—by 
creatively challenging our¬ 
selves, said the woman who 
served as an alderman in 
Moose Jaw for three years 
and made an unsuccessful 
bid in 1971 for a nomination 
as a Liberal candidate in a 
provincial election. 

The many myths about vol- 
unteerism include the one 
that it is a dying and women- 
only activity, she said. Volun- 
teerism is a “very serious 
commodity.” 

Judge Andreychuk, chair¬ 
man of the national advisory 
council on voluntary action, 
said it is more beneficial for 
people to do things outside of 
the political arena. 

- She speaks from experi¬ 
ence. Although she has 
“never really set goals,” her 
achievements are stagger¬ 
ing—she is vice-president of 
the World Alliance of 
YMCAs, a member of the 
board of directors of the 
VMCA, chancellor of the Uni¬ 
versity of Regina and a pro¬ 
vincial Judge. 

She said she had misgiv¬ 
ings about leaving Moose 
Jaw when she was appointed 
a judge in 1976. 

“1 realize that in smaller 
places one has the ability to 
contribute and get Involved 
faster ” 


has to get out of a danMrous 
situation. He does what is 
needed to get out of his pre¬ 
dicament by either overcom¬ 
ing the enemy—In this case 
pain—or running away from 
It. 

There is also evidence to 
suggest that the severity of 
the pain is related to the se¬ 
verity of the situation in 
which it occurs. 

It is known, says Mersky, 
that if a patient's fears and 
anxieties are alleviated be¬ 
fore an operation, he needs 
less' pain-killing medication 
afterward. 

It has also been shown that 
people suffer more pain dur¬ 


ing experiments when they 
feel they don’t have any con¬ 
trol over their situation. 

There are rare individuals 
who apparently do not experi¬ 
ence pain. 

Mersky once treated a 
bright little girl who had bit¬ 
ten off the end of her tongue, 
nibbled away the end of her 
little finger and suffered 
bums from rubbing against 
hot-water pipes. 

Her injuries were by no 
means deliberate. She simply 
could not experience pain. 
The danger with such individ¬ 
uals, he said, was that they 
tended to do dramatic things 
to impress their peers, such 


as Jumping from great 
heights. 

“They know they can do It 
without being hurt, and have 
less fear than perhaps they 
should have.” 

While these people may not 
feel pain they are still da- 
mag^ like anyone else. 

A surprising amount of 
pain is caused by the emo¬ 
tions, says Mersky. It is esti¬ 
mate that between 30 and 40_ 
per cent of patients going into 
doctors’ offices with prob¬ 
lems of pain have no physical 
basis for their complaints. 

Their problem is often as¬ 
sociated with anxiety and de¬ 
pression. 


*But it hurt too much to ask 


Many amputees suffer 
from a phenomenon called 
phantom limb pain, which 
occurs after a diseased limb 
has been surgically removed. 
Even though the limb Is re¬ 
moved, the patient still has 
the whole brain framework 
related to the experience of 
that limb. Taking away tbe 
limb does not remove the 
mechanism, and there can be 
continued pain. 

However, when a limb 
gradually becomes less use¬ 
ful before It is removed, 
phantom limb feelings may 


not occur. For Instance, a 
woman who has a breast re¬ 
moved before menopause 
may experience the sensation 
of phantom pain. Yet if ft is 
done after menopause, she 
may not. 

While mifch can be done for 
pain today, doctors still see 
pain that cannot be totally 
relieved Mersky says. 

Carefully used, straight an¬ 
algesics such as ASA are 
often helpful. 

Psychiatric drugs such as 
chlorpromazine have an ef¬ 


fect on parts of the mid-brain, 
which relates to the activity 
of areas connected to the 
arousal system and can re¬ 
lieve pain related to some 
nerve diseases. 

Mersky specializes in look¬ 
ing at psychiatric problems 
which may be making pain 
worse. He said be douwed 
there was much benefit from 
hypnosis in relieving such 
pain. 

“There are some people 
whose pain is due wholly to 
psychological causes.” 


Dealing with such prob¬ 
lems Is sometimes both cost¬ 
ly and fnutraUni. 

Tension headaches asso¬ 
ciated with anxiety and de¬ 
pression are common com¬ 
plaints In doctors’ offices, 
and back pain, especially low 
back pain, is also common. 

The person in chronic pain 
Is under an increased burden 
emotionall; because, (or one 
thing, others often get tired of 
listening to the complaints 
and the sufferer begins to feel 
nobody is interest^. 

Aside from whatever can 
be done medically, Mersky 
advises activity and distrac¬ 
tion for victims of pain.

500 civil servants 
fired, 1970-1976 


0T:TAWA (CP) — More 
than 500 public servants were 
fired between 1S70 and IfiTS 
for being wasteful, extrava¬ 
gant or for misusing pit>lic 
funds, the government said 
Mondjay. 

A written reply to a written 
quettton from Heibert (L> 
VaudreuiU) said 489 of the 518 
public servants who were 
flred, fOr these reasons had 
been worUng for the post of¬ 
fice. 

One to nine employees in 12 
other federal de^rtments 
had been fired for this rea¬ 
son; the list was not ocmiplete 
since, the reply said, "other 
departments and agencies 
have no information on this 
subject” 


In the question, dated No¬ 
vember, 1376.

ebeen dimiased for wasta. ex¬ 
travagance or misuse of pub¬ 
lic funds?” 

One perswi each was fired 
from the departments of com¬ 
munications. energy, mines 
and resoureet, natknal de¬ 
fence, aupt^ and services 
and urban affairs and from 
the pid>lio archives and the 
National Film Board.

Brief stop in Victoria then on to Vancouver 


De Roos relaxing at Tofino 


VANCOUVER (UPI) — 
Dutch adventurer WlUy de 
Root, the first person to sail 
solo acrots the Norttiwest 
Passage, put into port at Vic¬ 
toria for t\^'o hours Monda>' 
before embarking for a hero’s 
welcome in Vancouver. 

‘Tm feeling very happy, 
veiy harg>y,” de Ro« mii in 
a teleph^ interview from 
Victoria, “but tired — the 
Arctic was quite difficuft to 
sail.” 

Omtrary to reports de Roos 
made the trip aione. the skip¬ 
per a Canadian boat alii^ 
passed through the paasage 
just after him, said de Roos 
was accorm>anied for two- 
thirds of his trip. 

Real Bouvler, skipper of the 
J. E. Bemie it said Monday 
de Roos was accompanied by 
Belgian Jean-louis de Ger- 
lache tor 1,500 miles Mweeen 
Greeitiand end IQng William 
Island. 

Bouvier also said he had 
lent de Roos one of the Ber¬ 


nier's crew members, Jac¬ 
ques Pettigrew, for five days, 
to hrip de Roos and de Ger- 
iache uhile the two boats 
^K’ere saiUng together across 
the hazardous Baffin Bay. 

“And CZanadian west coast 
journalists are perpetuating a 
myth begun by the fVohiiher 
Bay station of the Canadian 
Coast (^ard, who broadcast 
news of de Roos’ airival in 
the Beatzfort Sea when he, ir. 
fact, stifi had 150 ntiles to 
gp,’’ Bouvier said. 

De Roos, a sUver-hearded 
Duteh-bom resident Bel> 
gium, made his first-Oanadian 
port of call at \^ctoria late 
morning Monday. 

After clearing Canadian 
Customs, de Roos only 
stayed in the 6.C. capital 
long encMJgh to shower be¬ 
fore being joined aboard his 
42-foot ketch WUllwaw by 
two Vancouver yachtsmen 
for the 2-4-hour trip to Van¬ 
couver. 


‘Til start to write a book in 
Vancouver and take a little 
rest. I need that,” de Roos 
said. 'Tve been unable to 
sleep very much for a long 
time now.” 

De Root, Mt eeriy last 
HMOth sailed into the B^ufort 
Sea after a w^mge of more 
than 2,000 nautical miles 
through treacherous ice pedes 
across Canada's Arctic water- 
w’ays. 

Married and the father of 
four grown daughters, de 
Roos had left England May 
21, saHed across the Atlantic 
Ocean, and entered tttt 
Northw^ Passage Aug 3 at 
Lancaster Sound north of Baf¬ 
fin Island. 

The joumsy had never be¬ 
fore been accomplished by 
one person, and de Roos said 
he had Aq^ected to be lodted 
into the shifting ice packs tor 
two winters before completing 
the trip. 


But “droumetanees were 
juri right to sat me tiuough,” 
be said. ‘Tm qitite In ad¬ 
vance ot my schedule. I must 
think over now what I wlU do 
with those years X have to 
spare.” 

For startsvs de Roos said 
he wxMld remain in Vancouver 
for an indetanninett period of 
time to rest and begin writing 
a book etoovit his voyage that 
he had expeoted to start dur¬ 
ing the long Arctic winter. 

He said be would next “cir¬ 
cumnavigate the Amertoan 
continents, which has never 
been mdertakeo by any tiilp 
ever before.” IBs itinerary 
calls for seillnc down the 
North American and South 
American west coasts and 
eventually into tilt icy waters 
of the Antarctic, where he 
hepes to spend a winter or 
more with Ms vessel locked In 
the ice. 


Nanaimo RCMP busy 

Crime jstatistics 
source of hope

NANAIMO — This dty has 
the highest . caseload per 
RCMP member in the prov¬ 
ince, one of the hij^wst popu- 
lation-t o-RCMP-member 
ratios, but an above-average 
record tor clearance rates on 
police cases. 

These and other facts are 
contained to the latest bulletin 
cf the B.C Police Commis¬ 
sion, whiich outlines crime 
* trends In B.C., crime pre\'en- 
tion and pdice resources. 

The report originally listed 
Nanaimo as having the 
highest crime rate in the 
province, but a quickly 
amended page was issued, 
putting Nanaimo well down 
<lhe list of crime rates for 
areas serv'ed by RCMP de¬ 
tachments. 

The crime rate in Nanaimo 
took a significant drop from 
1375 to 1^6, the r epor t in¬ 
dicates. 

The report, dated Sep- 
temiber, 1^, makes interest¬ 
ing reading, even for the lay¬ 
man, and its statistical tables 
give a picture of police 
strength and crime rates 
throughout the poxrvtooe. 

The report noted that the 
apparent trend of a levelling 
oti of Criminal Code offences 
has continued into the first 
part of 1377 throughout the 
province. 

“This indicates a change 
from the lai^ annual record¬ 
ed increases in the crime 
rate, characteristic of the 
past 10 years,” the report 
said. 

“There is no reason to be 
optimistic that the crime rate 
ill BC., while still unaccepta- 
Uy high, can be kept under 
control.” 

R is too early to know why 
there has been this change, 
the commissiem said, but it is 
hoped tiiat some of the new^r 
crime prevention programs 
and community piecing ap¬ 
proaches have helped curb 
certain types of crime. 

There are other factors at 
work, the commission said, 
that have little to do with any 
over-all poUctog strategy. 
This indues the fact that the 
high risk age group (15-24) for 
crime to now a lower percent¬ 
age ot the population. 

Also, the commission said, 


“The law and order backlash, 
the new sense of co ns e r ving 
as oppoeed to consuming ma¬ 
terial goods, and the mood 
change among young people 
from rebellion to confoimlty, 
are all veiy noticeable.” 

The second interesting fea¬ 
ture of the crime x^ture in 
B.C. is tile shift in the vdume 
of Criminal Code offences 
from highly urbanized to su- 
buihan aiti rural communi¬ 
ties,the commission said. 

A close examination over 
t^ past two years showed a 
significant decrease in record¬ 
ed offences to Vancouver, and 
in several Lower Mainland 
municipalities, while there 
^vat a significant increase to 
the crime rate to centres such 
as Prinot George, Nelson. 
Campbell River. Dawson 
Creek, Victoria and Prince 
Rupert, the report said. 

Figures show that for 1376 
Nanaimo’s RCaCP detach¬ 
ment, with an authorized po¬ 
lice strength of 46, had a pop¬ 
ulation to pctice ratio of 876.9. 
well above the B.C total 
average of 569.4. Average for 
RCMP detachments in the re- 
p<wt was 746.1. 

Nanaimo led the province in 
caseload per member, with 
liLLL Provincial average was 
63.1, while average for RCMP 
detachments in the report w*a8 
86.9. 

Nanaimo’s crime rate for 
1376 was 126.7. 'nils was a 
reduction from ISTS’s 143. but 
still above the provincial 
average of 137. 

Clearance rate, the cany- 
ing through of a file to a con¬ 
clusion, was listed as 84.6 for 
Nanaimo detachment to 1976,' 
abov'e the provincial average 
of 80.8. 

Victoria’s crime rate 
ranked third in the province, 
at 14L First was Prince 
George, with 147.6, and sec¬ 
ond New Westminister with 
144.6. 

Other 1376 figures given for 
Vktoria’s municipal pc^ce 
area show a strength of 140, 
with a population to police 
ratio of 4^.8. Caseloful per 
member was 62.9. 

ITctoria’s crime rate took a 
drop from 145.1 in 1375 to the 
1376 figure of 14L Clearance 
rate for the two years re¬ 
mained much the same, with 
23.1 for 1975 and 23.8 for 1376.

"The answer is no," Chre¬ 
tien replied firmly. 

Asked in an interview 
whether he thought such ques¬ 
tions irresponsible, Chretien 
said "the opposition should be 
judged by the Canadian peo¬ 
ple."

PORT ALBERNI — Cky 
council has taken the first 
steps to renwve the city al¬ 
together from the business of 
setting shopping hours for its 
merchants. 

The matter arose when 
council agreed to allow Lome 
Shupe, manager of the local 
Stewart and Hudson Ltd. 
branch store, to present a pe¬ 
tition which he has been gath¬ 
ering on his store {demises. 

The petitl<m, which had 
some 1,500 names affixed to 
it, called for a rescinding of 
the section of the city b>’1aw 
governing stwe hours In the 
city which calls for retail pre¬ 
mises to close for a half day 
on Monday. Tlie b>iaw has in 
effect kept all retail premises 
in the city closed all day Mon¬ 
day for many years. 

In his preamble to presenta¬ 
tion of the petition. Shupe 
claimed that in two recent sur¬ 
veys taken in the city it wras 
evident both that the city's 
merchants were losing many 
millions of doRars to retailers 
in such other centres as Nan¬ 
aimo and Victoria, and that 
many shoppers in the city 
cited longer shopping houn as 
a desirable improvement to 
the local iwtail scene. 

He claimed to have contact¬ 
ed some 73 other merchants 
in the city on the ma tter, and 
that of these. 33 would sup¬ 
port repeal of the bylsw, 
while another 30 were "non¬ 
committal." and <Hily tilm op¬ 
posed. 

In conclusion, he claimed 
that the city was the only one 
on the Island to have such a 
bylaw with the exception of 
Duncan, where the closing 
hours were stm flexible in 
spite of it and "widiout any 
opposition from the powars- 
that-be." 

Elsewhere, he said, hours of 
operation were left "where 
they rightfully beSong — in 
the hei^ of the meexhants 
themselves." 

Some months ago, before he 
began Ms pet i tion. Shupe was 
himself brought Into court to 
a n s we r charges that he had 
illegally sold to die public on 
Monday afternoons. Ke was 
fined for the offence. 

On ecmclusion of the presen¬ 
tation. Aid. Walter Behn rose 
to lay that he was in favor of 
the city repeatiiig the bylaw. 

"I am sure myself, and our 
own survey shotiad it. that we 
are losing a lot of money to 
out«of-town outlets, and this is 
particularly true on bfon- 
days," he said. 

Mayor Ifoward McLean in- 
quiiad of Shupe if he was only 
interested in that section of 
the b^aw having to do with 
Monday shopping. 

“From what I take from 
what you are pushing for. I 
would think you would be in¬ 
terested in the repeal of the 
entire t^law. so that you 
could set your own hours of 
operation." the mayor said. 

Shupe agreed that he had 
not st^ed the entire b>daw, 
and that he was objecting to 


Mondays "because that is 
what I based my petition <m." 

He would be most happy, he 
agreed, to see the entire 
bylaw rescinded. 

Aid. 'Alice QUko added a 
note of restraint to the pitv 
ceedings. She agreed that the 
city should get out of the busi¬ 
ness of setting shopping hours 
entirely, “assuming that the 
Loni's Day Act would take 
cart of Sundays," but thou ght 
the matter should be studied 
before comcil took any direct 
action.

We have been spending quite a Ut of 
time and column space recentlydlaeus- 
slng dahlias — when and how to fake 
them up, and how to bring them safely 
through the winter for planting next 
spring. 

One question that arises as soon u 
we get the roots out of the mnund is 
whether the clumps should Be stored 
whole or cut up into individual tubers 
before storing. 

Personally, I (Uvide mine, chiefly 
because they take up a lot less room 
than the awimard whole clumps. I hesi¬ 
tate to recommend dividing for the nov¬ 
ice, however, for It isn't easy for the 
newcomer to dahlia growing to cut up 
the clumps without spoiling the tubers. 

So, if yon don’t know how, or If you 
doubt your ability to perform this plant 
surgery, it would be safer to store the 
clumps whole and do the necessary 
dividing next spring. Once the' tubers 
start to sprout Into growth in storage, 
yon can see much more clearly where to 
make your cuts. 

If your storage space is limited, 
though, and you'd like to take a crack at 
cutting up your dahlia clumps, this Is 
how you go about it; 

Flrsi, let’s take a good long look at 
one of your dahlia clumps. 

There is a hollow central stem, or 
several stems; these are the stubs of 
last summer's topgrowth. Radiating 
outward from this central woody por¬ 


tion are tha actual tubers, each one 
looking rather like a sUnny sweet pota¬ 
to. ^h of these tubers is cppaM of 
producing a dahlia plant on ita own next 
year. 

The Impotant part of the tuber is Ita 
neck — the thin end srhere it loins the 
central stems. It Is Important because, 
unlike the potato, a dahlia tuber haa 
only one eye or growth bud, and this eye 
is located in the thin end. 

It is very important, therefore, to 
make sure you get alt this neck when the 
tuber Is cut free from the clump, for if 
the eye Is lost — and the neck li very 
brittle and easily broken — that blind 
tuber will simply rot away In the ground 
when planted. 

To make snre each tuber has its 
tingle eye intact, then, it la best to take a 
sliver wood from the central stem 
srith your knife when detaching a tuber 
from the clump. 

Another important point fa labelling. 
If you were growing a named variety, 
there was probably a wired label at¬ 
tached to the stake that supported the 
dahlia. This label should nave been 
transferred to the stub of the clump 
when firit dug from the ground. 

If you divide your clumps, each tuber 
should be labelled, and an easy way to 
do this is to write Its name directly on 
the skin with an Indelible pencil or a 
felt-tipped pen with waterproof India 
Ink. 


LabeUIng Is much more important 
than appears at first glance. If you plant 
up a dahlia bed next apring with a 
hodgepodge of unnam^ varletiei, 
c^^et are you'll place all Ihe tall ones 
in the front row and qll the shorties In 
the bnck of the bed where they can’t be 

your dahlias are unnamed, or if the 
labels are lost, at least mark the tubers 
in iome way with the height of the plant 
and the color of the flower so you can do 
your planting inlelligntly next spriim. 

In an earlier column I recommenok 
plunging dahlia tubera in cartona of peat 
most or vermiculite, and to some folks 
this may seem an unnecessary expense. 

I can only say that I have trM Just 
about every storage method In the 
book — dip^ng the tubera In hot wax, 
sealing them in plastic bags, covering 
them with sand -or ashes — but I have 
never run across anything that works 
quite so well as burying them in peat or 
vermiculite. 

These materials have gone up In 
price considerably in the last few years, 
for peat Is in demand for controlling oil 
spills and vermiculite for home Insula¬ 
tion, but the thing to remember is that 
this money isn't down the drain. 

When your dahlia tubers are taken 
out of storage and planted next spring, 
you still have your peat or vermiculite, 
either to use again for storage next 
year, or for the &zen and one summer 
uses in the garden.

My wife and I cooked a pot 
of chill Saturday, and except 
that I think she put in too 
much curry and she thinks I 
put in too many peanuts, I 
believe we're close to world 
championship class. 

As a native of the southwest 
I am naturally an expert on 
chili. It is my favorite dish, 
and although I don’t )iappen 
to enjoy taking over in the 
kitchen, as some men do, I 
have tasted so many varie¬ 
ties of chili, and thought of so 
many ways in which even the 
best of them might be im¬ 
proved, that I have always 
wanted to try working up a 
recipe of my own, with my 
wife’s assistance, of course. 

I was hoping that this year 
we might be good enongh to 
enter the International Chili 
Society’s world champion¬ 
ship cookoff. It has been 
moved west from Terlingua, 
Tex.^ which nobody could 
find, and will be held on Sun¬ 
day, Oct. 23, at the old Tropi- 
co Gold Mine in the high des¬ 
ert above Lancaster, Calif. 
This is the Superbowl of chili. 

I knew we were novices 
compared to the chili freaks 
who will be competing at 
Tropico, but I knew also that 
my wife hadn’t thrown away 
a recipe of any kind in 30 
years, and tkat she would ac¬ 
cidentally have what mi^t 
well be the largest collection 
of chili recipes in the West 
(the East doesn’t count) if 
she only knew where they 




were. 

“All we need,” I told her, 
“is a good basic recipe, so 
we’ve got chili to start with, 
and then we will each add a 
secret ingredient.” 

That way, I reasoned, the 
chill would reflect our two 
personalities, and the mating 
of our separate ideas might 
produce an indefinable flavor 
that would delict the judges 
even as it mystified them 

“What’s your secret ingre¬ 
dient?” she said. 

“Peanuts.” 

She said she had never 
heard of peanuts in cblii. All 
the better, and peanuts hap¬ 
pened to be in style, 1 points 
out. 

“What’s yours?” I asked. 

“Curry.” 

I had never beard of curry 
in chili. But 1 like curry, and I 
suspect it can cover more 
mistakes than any other in¬ 
gredient except salt. 

Half of the fun of making 
chili is shopping. We drove 
down to the supermarket and 
bouAt what we needed, in- 
clumng a bag of unshelled 
peanuts, half a dozen dried 
New Mexico chilis and three 
pounds of chuck. My wife al¬ 
ready had the other things at 
home. 

We had decided to start 
with a basic Texas ranch 
style recipe. Among her trea¬ 
sures she had found what 
purported to be the recipes of 
two of the world’s greatest 


amateur chili cooks — Car- 
roU Shqlby and C.V. Wood 
Jr., including the recipe with 
which Wood won the world 
championship in 1V72. 

But I was suspicious, I 
didn’t think those dudes 
would give out their secrets. 
Besides, it looked to me as if 
they’d thrown in everything 
they could lay hands on in the 
kitchen, just hoping for some 
luck, the way a quarterback 
about to be sacked will throw 
the ball toward the goal line 
and hope for the best. 

For instance, Shelby used 
grated goat cheese, which is 
an insult to Texas, and Wood 
used chicken, another insult, 
as well as pork chops, a can 
of beer and a teaspoon of 
thyme. The one thing I didn’t 
want to put in was too much 
thyme. 

Preparing our chill was 
pure fun. My wife chopi^ 
the meat and the dried chilis 
and was quartering the 

onions on her chapping block 
when she began to cry. “ril 
do the onions,” I said. ”My 
eyes aren’t that sensitive.” 

But in a moment my eyes 
were watering and burning, 
and 1 had le withdraw to the 
bathroom and wash them out 
with an eyecup. Dalton was 
on bis way over to help me 
watch the USC-Alabama 
game on the tube, and I didn’t 
want to watch it through 
tears. (The tears came 
after). 


While the game was on, I 
helped by shelling the pea¬ 
nuts. Meanwhile the aroma 
floated through the house, 
succulent and tantalizing. At 
Balf-time I went out to crush 
the caminos. I happen to 
agrra witti the late H. Allen 
Smith that chili was invented 
in San Antonio by Canary Is¬ 
landers who had brought in 
the cumin, a carrot-iike plant 
that produces an aromatic 
seed they called caminos. 

As usual, Smith was flout¬ 
ing tradition, since most “ex¬ 
perts” hold that chili was in¬ 
vented by chuckwagon cooks 
in the southwest Texas cow 
country. “Poppycock!” 
wrote Smith. “To hell with 
holy writ. Chili originated in 
San Antonio. Period.” 

I personally crushed the 
cumin seeds with mortar and 
pestle, and that method, 1 
believe, along with (he curry 
and crushed peanuts, is what 
gave our chili its Je ne sais 
quoi, which they say is 
F4«nch for I don’t know what. 

I thought we had a winner 
But when I got in touch with 
the International Chili So¬ 
ciety to find our how to enter 
the cookoff, they said you had 
to be a state champion first. 
We would have to wait for 
next year and enter the preli¬ 
minaries. 

Maybe it's Just as well. 
We’re not quite ready yet. 
But next year we’ll make our 
move. I have seen the future, 
and it cooks.

And even that sedentary game of 
bridge made its mark In this country 
through the glamor of such individual 
names as Culbertson and Goren — 
though bridge is primarily a partner¬ 
ship game, in which the most brilliant 
player in the world can be brought to 
ruin by an inept partner. The worst 
thing a team can say about a member is 
that he plays for himself rather than for 
the team — but he is the man we most 
applaud.

BONN (UPI) — West Ger¬ 
man commandos attacked be¬ 
hind the blinding flash of spe¬ 
cial grenades and swarmed 
aboard a hijacked Lufthansa 
airiiner to kill four terrorists 
and free unharmed 86 hos¬ 
tages in a seven-minute raid 
reminiscent of Entebbe, the 
West German government an¬ 
nounced Tuesday. 

The spectacular raid on the 
jet parked on a runway at 
Mogadishu, Somalia, in north¬ 
east Africa, came about 90 
minutes before a deadline set 
by the hijackers for the kill¬ 
ing of the hostages. 

It ended a five-day ordeal 
that covered about 7,000 miles 
and took the plane to six 
countries. 

Among those rescued were 
11 West German beauty 
queens.

Dollar’s on its own, 
Chretien still insists 
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OTTAWA (UPI) — Finance 
Minister Jean Chretien said 
Monday he had not asked the 
U.S. Federal Reserve system 
to make ready for a request 
for a line credit to Support 
the sagging Canadian d^lar. 

The dollar foil to 90.06 
(U.S.) cents — its lowest 
point since the Depresskxi at 
the cloBe of Monday’s trading..

James Gillies, Conservative 
party caucus head chairman, 
asked Chretien in the House 
of Commons: 

“Has the government of 
(Onada, through the Bank of 
Canada, alerted the Federal 
Reserve system of the United 
States, as it must under inter- 
naticmal agreement, that Can¬ 
ada may well be calling on 
the line of credit we have with 
respect to foreign exchange in 
toe Central Bank of the Unit¬ 
ed States?” 

“The answer is no,” Chre¬ 
tien replied fihnly. 

Asked in an interview 
wrhether he thought such ques¬ 
tions irrespmsible, Chretien 
said “toe opposition should be 
judged by the Canadian peo¬ 
ple.” 

He reiterated that the dollar 
would continue to float and, 
for the first time, provided as¬ 
surances he did not intend to 
establish currency exchange 
controls. 


“I can assure this house,", 
he said, “we do not intend to 
introduce currency exchange 
controls between Canada and 
other countries." 

In response to questions by 
Conservative finance critic 
Sinclair Stevens. Chretien 
said, “I have not given any 
instnjotion to the governor ot 
the bank (of Canada) with re¬ 
gard to the Canadian dollar. 


"The Canadian dollar is a 
floating dollar and it is the 
market place which will de¬ 
cide where the Canadian dol¬ 
lar should be. 

“That is the policy of the 
government, and I have not 
given any specific instructions 
to the governor of the bank. 

“We arc following the situa¬ 
tion very carefully ..

He told students at a Carle- 
ton University meeting that 
the arms shipments originate 
in Saint John, N.B. 

The weapons are taken by 
ship to South America, trans¬ 
ferred to South American 
ships and transported to Cape 
Town. South Africa, he said. 
At Cape Town they were 
shipped by train to Salisbury 
in Rhodasia. 

External Affairs Minister 
Don Jamieson said later “this 
is the first I have heard of 
it.” 

“I wwld be very surprised 
if there was anything to It,” 
Jamieson said. He said he 
may ask Nkomo about it 
when the two meet for talks 
here later this week. 

Spokesmen for three Saint 
John shipping agents which 
represent the six South Amer¬ 
ican lines operating through 
this port said Mimday they 
are not aware of any major 
arms shipments passing Saint 
John bound for Rhodesia. 

One said small quantities of 
sporting rifles may pass 
through the port in general 
cargo ships. 

Canada has consistently 
tried to ke^ its ports shut to 


shipments of anything to the 
Ian Smith regime, even if the 
shipments came from other 
countries on the way to Rho¬ 
desia. the minister said. 

Nkomo is on a 12-day tour 
of Ottawa, Montreal, Toronto 
and Vancouver. 

He met Progressive Conser¬ 
vative leader Joe park brief¬ 
ly (Monday and is to talk to 
New Democratic leader Ed 
broadbent as well as Jamie¬ 
son later this week. 

Nkomo has said he is seek¬ 
ing financial aid for black na¬ 
tionalist groups fighting the 
Hhodesfan government.

At one point during coun¬ 
cil’s discussion Monday on 
what might be done to Im¬ 
prove what most aldermen 
agreed was "an eyesore" of a 
building, angry residents in¬ 
terrupt^ with shouts erf “tear 
it down, tear it down.”

“The 40 or 60 Class-B ves¬ 
sels wxnild be right out here in 
front of the Empress hotel. If 
the Inner Harbor isn’t ready 
to take them, Ogden Point is,” 
Warburton said. 

He said two Japanese tall¬ 
ships bad committed them¬ 
selves to be in Victoria in 
July. 


“The Argentine Libertad 
kwks favorable, and so does 
the Oedumbia ship Gloda," he 
said. 

WiiUe the tallships are 
dock^ in Victoria, an inshore 
regatta, inter-ship visits and 
lug-owar events w’ould be in¬ 
cluded In a "festival of sports 
competitions," he said. 

The tallships will also be 
visiting Honolulu. Van¬ 
couver, Seattle and San Fran¬ 
cisco. he said. 

Warburton said the most 
highly-prized award in sailing 


is the Cutty Sark trophy, 
given by the company that 
distills the scotch to the ship 
that does most fbr interna¬ 
tional goodwill. 

“We should try to have 
something similar next year 
... a Pacific Cutty Sark 
trophy," he said. » 

He said the tallships rare 
isn’t just a spectacle, it’s a 
chance for young people of 
different countries to get to¬ 
gether in the name of interna¬ 
tional goodwill, to form 
friendships. 
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
